ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

Brethren  of  the  Convention  : 

In  reporting  the  Episcopal  acts  which  have  been  performed  during 
the  past  year,  it  is  proper  to  state  that  having  been  absent  from  the 
diocese  for  more  than  three  months  in  pursuit  of  health,  my  lack  of 
service  was  supplied  by  Bishop  Lee,  of  Delaware,  Bishop  Johns,  of 
Virginia,  and  Bishop  Upfold,  of  Indiana.  Bishop  Lee  administered 
Confirmation  to  two  hundred  and  sixty-eight  persons,  on  sixteen  dif- 
ferent occasions,  on  each  of  which  he  preached.  He  also  ad  mitted 
one  candidate  for  Orders  to  the  Diaconate,  and  ordained  one  Deacon 
Priest.  Bishop  Johns  confirmed  nine  persons  in  one  of  the  parishes 
of  Philadelphia,  and  preached  twice.  During  my  absence  in  a remote 
part  of  the  diocese  in  June  last,  two  other  candidates  were  admitted 
to  the  Diaconate  by  the  kind  offices  of  Bishop  Meade,  and  one  Dea- 
con ordained  Priest  by  the  Provisional  Bishop  of  New  York.  To 
Bishop  Upfold,  the  parishes  in  Western  Pennsylvania,  in  common 
with  myself,  have  been  indebted  for  a large  amount  of  laborious  ser- 
vice performed  during  two  visitations,  and  extending  over  twelve 
counties.  He  visited  twenty-seven  parishes,  officiated  on  thirty- 
nine  occasions,  confirming  one  hundred  and  eighty-four  persons,  and 
administering  the  Communion  three  times.  I cannot  refrain  from  ex- 
pressing here  my  deep  sense  of  the  kindness  and  alacrity  with  which 
these,  my  brethren,  have  performed  their  labor  of  love,  and  rendered 
aid  so  seasonable,  both  for  the  diocese  and  myself. 
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I have  myself  officiated  on  one  hundred  and  forty-eight  occasions, 
on  one  hundred  and  ten  of  which  I preached.  On  fifty-two  of  these 
occasions,  Confirmation  was  administered  to  five  hundred  and  twenty- 
four  persons.  I have  also  held  seven  Ordinations,  at  which  four  can- 
didates were  received  to  the  Diaconate,  and  six  Deacons  advanced  to 
the  Priesthood.  I have,  likewise,  consecrated  two  churches,  laid  the 
corner-stones  of  two  others,  baptized  eight  infants  and  one  adult,  ad- 
ministered the  Holy  Communion  on  sixteen  occasions,  and  solem- 
nized six  marriages. 

The  Summary  of  all  Episcopal  acts  performed  in  the  diocese  since 
the  last  Convention,  exhibits  the  following  result.  Confirmation  ad- 
ministered ninety-four  times,  to  nine  hundred  and  eighty-eight  per- 
sons. Seven  candidates  for  Orders  admitted  to  the  Diaconate.  Eight 
Deacons  ordained  Priests,  two  churches  consecrated,  and  the  corner- 
stones of  two  churches  laid.

I ought  here  to  record  the  departure  by  death,  of  one  of  the  most 
laborious  of  our  clergy,  the  Eev.  John  C.  Helmuth.  He  served  for 
two  years  as  a deacon  in  the  parish  of  St.  James  the  Less,  in  this 
city,  and  also  as  assistant  in  the  boarding-school  of  the  rector  of  that 
parish.  In  both  capacities  his  ministrations  were  earnest  and  inde- 
fatigable. He  seems  to  have  fallen  victim  to  an  ardour  too  great  for 
his  physical  powers.  His  memory  will  long  be  cherished  by  those 
whom  he  loved  and  served. 
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CHANGES  IN  PARISHES. 

The  Rev.  John  Reynolds  has  become  missionary  at  Monte  Alto, 
Franklin  Co.,  and  also  at  Christ  Church,  Huntingdon  township, 
Adams  Co. 

The  Rev.  John  Williamson,  having  removed  from  Freeport,  Arm- 
strong Co.,  has  accepted  a call  to  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Pittsburg, 
vacant  by  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  McElhinney. 

St.  Andrew’s  Church,  Pittsburg,  has  become  vacant  by  the  resigna- 
tion of  the  Rev.  N.  E.  Cornwall,  and  St.  James,  a new  parish  in  the 
same  city,  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Randall. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  E.  Webb,  having  resigned  the  care  of  St.  Luke’s, 
Newtown,  St.  Andrew’s,  Yardleyville,  and  Glrac-e  Church,  Hulmeville, 
Buck’s  Co.,  the  Rev.  "Wm.  Hommann,  from  ^Visconsin,  has  suc- 
ceeded him  as  minister  of  the  two  former — the  last  still  remaining 
vacant. 

St.  Paul’s,  Doylestown,  and  Trinity  Church,  Centreville,  in  the 
same  county,  vacated  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Pteese  C.  Evans, 
are  now  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  "William  R.  Cfries,  from  the 
Diocese  of  New  Jersey. 

The  Rev.  George  Alexander  Crooke  has  succeeded  to  the  Rector- 
ship of  St.  Peter’s,  Phoenixville,  made  vacant  by  the  removal  of  the 
Rev.  Samuel  Durborow  to  the  Church  of  the  Evangelists,  Philadelphia. 

St.  Andrew’s,  Clearfield,  is  again  under  the  charge  of  its  first  rector, 
the  Rev.  Alexander  M'Leod,  who  has  removed  thither  from  Columbia 
and  Marietta,  in  Lancaster  Co. 

During  the  last  nine  months  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Erie,  has  been  under 
the  temporary  charge  of  the  Rev.  John  A.  Bowman,  who  had  pre- 
viously been  acting  as  missionary  at  Newcastle,  Lawrence  Co. 

The  Rev.  11.  T.  Wilcoxon  has  exchanged  the  charge  of  the  church 
at  Connellsville,  and  Mt.  Braddock,  in  Fayette  Co.,  for  that  of 
St.  Peter’s,  Uniontown,  and  Grace  Church,  Menallen. 

The  Rev.  Robert  W.  Oliver  has  become  a minister  of  St.  Peter’s, 
Blairsville,  and  Christ  Church,  Indiana  (Indiana  Co.),  vacated  by 
the  resignation,  and  removal  from  the  diocese,  of  the  Rev.  S.  Nasb. 
He  also  acts  as  missionary  at  Latrobe,  Westmoreland  Co.,  and 
Johnstown,  Cambria  Co. 

St.  Michael’s,  Wayne  township,  Armstrong  Co.,  has  again  be- 
come vacant  by  the  return  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Carter  to  the  Diocese  of 
New  York. 

Christ  Church,  Williamsport,  vacated  by  the  removal  of  the  Rev. 
William  H.  Cooper  to  Ohio,  is  now,  with  the  newly-organized  parish 
at  Lockhaven,  under  the  pastoral  care  of  the  Rev.  R.  Channing  Moore. 
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The  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Lower  Merion,  Montgomery  Co., 
with  St.  David’s,  Radnor,  Delaware  Co.,  became  vacant  early  last 
autumn  by  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Henry  Brown  to  New  Jersey. 
The  latter  of  these  parishes  is  now  supplied  by  the  Rev.  Richardson 
Graham,  late  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina.  The  former  had,  for 
a short  time,  the  services  of  the  Rev.  George  T.  Rider,  late  from 
"Western  New  York,  and  recently  elected  rector  of  a female  seminary, 
established  under  the  auspices  of  liberal  members  of  our  church  at 
Pittsburg. 

The  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Philadelphia,  the  Church  of  the 
Nativity,  St.  John’s  Church,  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  the  Church 
of  the  Mediator  and  St.  James  the  Less,  have  all  been  vacated  within 
the  year  by  the  resignation,  and,  except  in  the  case  of  St.  John’s,  by 
the  removal  from  the  diocese  of  their  respective  rectors. 

Tuscarora,  and  the  parts  adjacent  in  Schuylkill  Co.,  enjoyed,  for 
a short  time,  the  ministrations  of  the  Rev.  James  Trimble,  from  the 
Diocese  of  C)hio,  but  he  has  since  removed  to  the  Diocese  of  Iowa. 

The  parishes  at  New  Milford  and  Lodersville,  relinquished  by  the 
Rev.  Gardiner  M.  Skinner,  are  now  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev. 
George  B.  Reese, 

The  Rev.  George  Hall,  from  the  Diocese  of  Delaware,  has  become 
Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Washington  Co.,  the  Rev.  John  P. 
Lundy,  from  New  York,  Rector  of  All  Saints’,  and  the  Rev.  N.  0. 
Preston,  from  Louisiana,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Nativity,  in  this 
city. 

I cannot  record  these  changes  without  sadness.  Added  to  others 
which  are  determined  upon,  and  which  will  be  effected  within  the 
present  month,  they  give  the  startling  fact  that  nearly  one  quarter  of 
all  the  clergy  who  last  year,  at  this  time,  were  in  charge  of  parishes 
or  missionary  stations,  in  this  diocese,  will  have  removed  from  them. 
Can  such  a state  of  things  consist  with  a healthy  religious  life  among 
cur  clergy  and  people  ? Can  it  be  continued  without  lamentable  effects 
upon  their  character  and  their  prosperity?  It  is  a subject  which 
demands,  I conceive,  our  most  earnest  consideration.  Change,  carried 
at  this  rate  over  the  whole  diocese,  would  empty  all  our  parishes  once 
in  every  four  or  five  years.  The  evils  are  by  no  means  confined  to  the 
congregations.  The  usefulness  of  the  ministry  depends  much  less 
upon  temporary  or  spasmodic  efforts,  than  upon  steady,  long-continued 
and  manifold  influences,  which  adjust  themselves  to  the  peculiar  con- 
dition of  a place  and  congregation,  and  also  to  the  special  character 
and  temperament  of  individuals.  It  depends  much,  too,  upon  the 
confidence  and  affection  with  which  a pastor  is  regarded,  and  which 
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rarely  grow  up  without  protracted  and  familiar  intercourse,  and  with- 
out a diligent  attention,  on  his  part,  through  successive  years,  to  the 
training  of  the  young.  His  comfort  and  happiness — especially  as  he 
advances  in  age — require  that  he  should  have  around  him  known  and 
well-tried  friends.  As  a preacher,  he  should  have  studious  habits  and 
a warm  interest  in  the  spiritual  condition  of  all  his  people;  but  it  is 
evident  that  neither  of  these  can  be  promoted  by  frequent  migrations 
from  parish  to  parish.  As  a pastor,  too,  almost  every  thing  depends, 
under  God,  on  his  prudence,  on  his  zeal  and  self-control;  and  yet  each 
of  these  is  more  likely  to  be  hindered  than  advanced  by  a practice 
which  facilitates  the  escape  of  the  rash  or  the  remiss  from  the  legiti- 
mate consequences  of  their  faults,  and  darkens,  to  a faithful  minister, 
his  prospect  of  reaping  the  rich  fruits  of  patience,  meekness  and  self- 
sacrificing  toils.  Ho  we  need  a ministry  studious,  hopeful,  loving, 
prudent,  and  energetic  ? Let  us  beware  how  we  foster  a practice 
which  tends  to  make  men  idle,  desponding,  misanthropic,  reckless. 
I rejoice  to  know,  that  in  spite  of  this  system,  and  when  subjected  to 
its  most  unrelenting  operation,  many  of  the  clergy  keep  alive  their 
faith  and  their  zeal.  We  need  not  wonder  that  more  than  a few  fail 
to  do  so. 

How  much  the  prospect  of  edification  and  of  progressive  increase 
and  improvement  in  congregations  must  be  impaired  by  these  frequent 
changes,  I need  hardly  indicate.  The  hand  that  sows  the  seed  is  the 
one  that  can  best  cherish  and  train  the  young  or  more  vigorous  plant. 
He  who  has  watched  and  prayed,  in  season  and  out  of  season,  not 
only  for  his  collective  flock,  but  for  particular  families  or  individuals, 
is  not  he,  more  than  a stranger,  likely  to  speak  to  them  in  their  sor- 
rows and  joys  “ the  word  in  season,”  to  supply  the  care  and  counsel 
which  shall  be  fitted  to  their  several  necessities,  and  draw  them  with 
an  all-persuasive  power  to  the  obedience  of  the  faith  ? He  who  takes 
the  child  in  his  arms,  and  receives  it  by  baptism  into  the  Christian 
fold,  is  he  not  most  likely  to  regard  with  affectionate  interest  its  early 
Christian  nurture,  and  he  who,  full  of  hope,  begins  that  work  of  nur- 
turing, is  he  not  best  qualified  to  carry  it  forward  from  stage  to  stage  ? 
Every  thing  which  weakens  the  tenure  of  the  pastor’s  hold  upon  his 
flock,  exposes  the  dearest  and  most  important  part  of  his  work  to  be 
depreciated  and  neglected,  while  it  causes  undue  importance  to  be 
attached  to  public  and  oratorical  efforts.  Whoever  ministers  in  sa- 
cred things  should  carry  with  him,  everywhere,  all  a shepherd’s  heart, 
and  should  lightly  esteem  nothing  which  can  contribute,  in  any  way, 
to  the  spiritual  welfare  of  any  member  or  portion  of  his  flock.  He 
may  be  amissionary  at  large,  itinerating  over  extensive  tracts  of 
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country,  and  yet  be  in  many  respects  a pastor  to  those  for  whom  he 
labors,  and  in  a course  of  years  can  acquire  an  aptitude  in  dealing 
with  their  spiritual  wants  which  few  strangers  can  have. 

It  is  true,  that  a large  and  powerful  religious  body,  whose  zeal  and 
activity  we  might  well  emulate,  has  incorporated  frequent  periodical 
rupture  of  the  pastoral  tie  as  a prominent  element  of  their  system. 
It  must  be  observed,  however,  that  the  sagacious  founder  of  that 
system,  never  proposed  to  establish  an  independent  church,  but  merely 
a missionary  organization  for  the  instruction  and  reformation  of  mul- 
titudes whom  the  Established  Church  of  England  had  consigned  to  neg- 
lect; that  he  always  inculcated  allegiance  to  the  communion  of  that 
church  as  a duty,  and  that  the  imperfect  training  and  education  of 
the  teachers  whom  he  sent  forth,  made  their  frequent  translation  from 
one  sjihere  of  labor  to  another  an  obvious — but,  as  perhaps  a larger 
experience  has  shown — a doubtful  expedient.  Neither  of  these  consid- 
erations apply  to  our  church,  except  in  the  case  of  clergymen  who 
have  received  a flagrantly  defective  education,  and  in  theirs  it  may  be 
doubted  whether,  with  the  early  scholastic  culture  which  all  enjoy 
among  us,  the  prevailing  intellectual  activity  of  our  people,  and  the 
means  of  vigorous  self-culture  which  any  one  can  command,  it  would 
not  be  better  to  animate  them  to  the  work  of  persevering  study  than 
to  deprive  them  of  one  of  the  strongest  incentives  to  it.  The  neces- 
sity of  ministering,  year  after  year,  to  the  same  minds  tends  to  rouse 
us  to  the  work  of  enlarging  our  stores  of  knowledge  and  thought. 
An  effect  the  directly  opposite  must  result  from  a system  which  ena- 
bles us,  just  as  wc  have  exhausted  our  slender  stock  of  material  in 
one  place,  to  transfer  it,  in  all  its  triteness,  to  another.  With  us, 
moreover,  that  system  is  divested  of  all  that  has  tended  to  give  it  effi- 
ciency among  our  Methodist  brethren.  They  distribute  their  preach- 
ers upon  the  nicest  principles  of  the  division  of  labor,  detailing  to  each 
field  the  man  who  is  best  adapted  for  it ; whereas,  with  us,  the  distri- 
bution is  too  often  determined  by  little  save  accident  or  caprice. 

I have  sketched  but  part  of  the  evils  of  a practice,  which  is,  I fear, 
steadily  gaining  ground  among  us.  I by  no  means  maintain  that  in 
all  cases,  clergymen  should  be  fastened  for  life  to  the  posts  at  which 
they  are  first  placed.  He  who,  in  a contracted  sphere,  has  qualified 
himself  for  adorning  and  blessing  one  much  more  extended  and  exalted 
ought,  alike  for  his  own  and  for  the  gospel’s  sake,  to  be  advanced  to 
it.  He  who,  by  idleness  or  persevering  indiscretions,  or  moral  per- 
versity fails  to  fill  usefully  and  creditably,  any  sphere,  be  it  large  or 
small,  has  no  right  to  demand  impunity  from  the  consequences  of  his 
fault.  I only  maintain  that  change,  especially  frequent  and  hasty

change,  ought  not  to  be  installed  as  our  rule,  that  it  ought  rather  to 
be  regarded  as  an  evil,  an  exceptional  necessity,  which  nothing  but  a 
greater  evil,  either  to  the  church  at  large  or  to  a particular  congrega- 
tion or  clergyman  can  justify.  Both  parties  to  the  pastoral  relation 
should  enter  upon  it  with  the  hope  and  the  presumption  that  it  is  to 
be  permanent.  The  duties  which  pertain  to  it  are  then  most  likely  to 
be  discharged  on  both  sides  earnestly  and  thoroughly.  The  duty  and 
the  expediency  of  pursuing  a course  which  is  calculated  to  overcome 
difficulties,  and  to  promote  mutual  concessions  and  co-operation,  will 
become  evident.  Grounds  of  complaint,  when  they  really  exist,  will 
be  stated  to  the  delinquent  party  frankly  and  kindly,  in  order  to  be 
removed;  and  incompatibilities  which,  in  the  first  instance,  might 
have  seemed  to  be  insurmountable,  will  gradually  disappear.  The  la- 
bors of  the  minister  whether  in  public,  or  from  house  to  house,  -will 
be  prized  in  proportion  as  they  exhibit  more  and  more  of  zeal,  wis- 
dom and  power,  and  the  minister  perceiving  this,  will  feel  himself 
constantly  impelled  to  reach  a higher  and  higher  excellence  as  a 
thinker,  a preacher,  and  a pastor. 

This  prevailing  instability  in  the  relation  of  pastor  and  people,  re*- 
suits  in  part,  doubtless,  from  the  restlessness  which  characterizes  our 
age,  and  which  impels  so  many,  especially  in  our  own  land,  to  neglect 
the  blessings  they  have,  in  pursuit  of  others  that  they  know  not  of. 
It  would  be  well,  if  Christians,  both  in  their  individual  and  their  col- 
lective capacity,  offered  a more  steady  and  determined  resistance  to 
this  spirit  when  it  seeks  change  merely  for  change’s  sake.  In  few 
ways  can  this  be  done  more  effectually  than  by  exhibiting  examples 
of  stability  and  contentment  in  our  ecclesiastical  relations.  In  this 
way  we  may  often  demonstrate  that  real  progress  is  the  work  of  time 
and  of  even  humble  efforts  steadily  applied,  rather  than  of  random 
and  vagrant  exertions  however  powerful.  The  attachment,  too,  which 
insensibly  springs  up  between  a people  and  the  minister  who  marries 
them,  baptizes  their  children,  buries  their  dead,  and  who,  in  all  their 
trials  and  successes,  is  ever  at  hand  through  long  years  to  counsel  and 
to  sympathize,  is  often  the  one  tie,  when  all  others  fail,  which  binds 
them  to  their  ancient  homes  and  their  fathers’  sepulchres. 

A thorough  cure  for  this  evil  must  begin  with  the  clergy.  An 
opinion  prevails,  much  too  widely,  that  we  consider  ourselves  entitled 
to  exchange  one  field  of  labor  for  another,  whenever,  by  doing  so,  we 
can  promote  our  own  temporal  interest  or  comfort.  Since  the  tie 
which  connects  a pastor  and  his  people  is  the  result,  in  the  first  in- 
stance, of  a contract,  if  one  party  assert  the  right  to  terminate  it 
whenever  it  may  suit  their  taste,  convenience  or  pecuniary  interest,  it 
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is  hardly  to  he  expected  that  a corresponding  right  will  not,  sometimes, 
he  asserted  hy  the  other  party.  If  the  clergy  seek  relief  and  exhila- 
ration hy  a frequent  change  of  cures,  it  may  he  expected  that  parishes 
will  catch  the  infection  of  such  an  example,  and  he  desirous  of  the 
excitement  which  a new,  and,  as  it  is  imagined,  a more  attractive 
preacher  may  supply.  If  a minister  suffer  it  to  he  understood  that 
he  is  ready,  at  the  shortest  notice,  to  quit  his  people  for  his  own  as- 
sumed henefit,  because  every  thing  is  not  to  his  liking  among  them,  or 
because  his  position  involves  severe  labor  or  privation,  he  should  not 
wmnder  that  his  own  real  or  supposed  imperfections  should  he  alleged 
as  a sufficient  reason  why  he  should  be  ready  to  retire  for  their  pre- 
sumed advantage.  In  a country  where  congregations  are  invested  di- 
rectly, or  through  their  representatives,  with  nearly  the  whole  power 
of  selecting  and  settling  their  pastors,  it  is  idle  to  expect  that  they 
will  in  no  case  claim  the  power  to  unsettle  them,  if  they  are  invited 
to  it  by  the  prevailing  practice  of  the  clergy  themselves. 

To  sustain  and  strengthen  many  of  our  parishes  and  missions,  re- 
quires much,  both  of  effort  and  of  self-denial  from  clergy  and  laity. 
It  is  due  to  the  latter,  to  say,  that,  in  many  cases,  they  are  not  want- 
ing. Inadequate  as  may  be  the  support  afforded  by  many  congrega- 
tions, it  is  but  justice  to  some  of  their  members,  to  affirm,  that  they 
become  behind  few  clergymen  in  the  sacrifices  which  they  cheerfully 
endure  for  the  gospel’s  sake.  In  proportion  as  we  are  patient,  perse- 
vering and  abundant  in  zealous,  loving  labor,  in  the  same  proportion 
may  we  expect  to  find  the  laity  incited  through  God’s  blessing,  to 
imitate  our  example.  Our  Saviour’s  ministry  was  not  one  that  shun- 
ned the  humble  and  the  poor.  He  never  shrank  from  want,  or  from 
personal  hardships.  And  the  power  which  the  apostles  wielded  over 
the  hearts  of  men,  was  it  not  largely  due  to  their  indifference  to  per. 
sonal  comfort,  and  the  cheerful  alacrity  with  which  they  faced  any 
and  every  difficulty,  if  they  might  only  win  souls  to  Christ  ? Souls 
are  still  to  be  won.  Christ’s  great  work  is  still  unfinished,  and  we 
may  not  hope  to  rouse  the  people  to  help  it  forward  generously  and 
heroically,  unless  as  patterns  of  self-denying,  self-sacrificing  zeal,  we, 
the  ministers  of  the  cross,  lead  the  way.  There  are  instances,  doubt- 
less, in  which  congregations  move  harshly  and  hastily  against  their 
pastors.  But  they  are  not  common.  One  who  is  about  his  master’s 
business,  who  in  industry,  assiduity  and  skill,  rivals  those  who  win 
success  in  other  callings,  rarely  fails  to  command  the  respect  and  affec- 
tion of  his  flock.  If  he  be  greatly  wanting  in  either  of  these  quali- 
ties,  he  must  not  expect  to  command  high  consideration.  And  if 
failure  wait  upon  his  ministry  he  ought  always  to  begin,  it  seems  to 
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me,  by  suspecting  himself — and  by  searching  for  the  cause  of  his  iD 
success  in  some  deficiency  of  his  own.  If  he  cannot  find  it  there — if, 
after  a rigid  and  candid  review  of  his  work  he  cannot  accuse  himself 
as  wanting  in  either  of  the  respects  just  mentioned,  and  if  he  is  cer- 
tain that  the  standard  by  which  he  tries  himself,  is  a true  and  lofty 
one — then,  and  not  till  then,  will  he  be  warranted  in  casting  the  whole 
blame  of  his  failure  upon  his  fiock. 

A soil  apparently  the  most  stubborn  and  thankless,  often  gives  way 
suddenly,  and  in  a manner  the  most  cheering  before  the  patient 
laborer.  For  many  weary  years  it  may  have  tried  his  faith  and  courage. 
Often  he  has  been  tempted  to  fly  from  it  in  despair,  thinking  that  the 
heavens  are  shut  up  forever — that  the  clouds  will  drop  down  no  dew. 
But  he  knows  not  the  counsels  of  the  Most  High.  All  the  while,  if 
he  be  faithful,  the  seed  has  been  vivifying.  The  gentle  influences  of 
the  Spirit  have  distilled  silently  but  effectually,  and  at  an  hour  per- 
haps, when  he  least  expects,  the  sure  presage  of  a rich  harvest  is  beheld. 
Liberality,  enterprise  and  energy  are  infused  at  the  same  time  into  the 
hearts  of  the  people,  and  what  long  seemed  a sickly  and  dependent 
parish,  becomes  instinct  with  an  intensely  vigorous  life.  Within  the 
last  ten  years  this  has  been  the  case  with  more  than  one  of  our  con- 
gregations; but  they  are  not  congregations  that  have  been  subjected 
to  a frequent  change  of  pastors. 

Some  of  the  clergy  find  themselves  sorely  straitened  and  discouraged 
by  the  very  limited  number  of  those  whom  they  can  claim  as  parish- 
ioners. The  effect  on  our  spirits,  and  on  aspirations  and  efforts  after  a 
higher  culture,  of  having  too  little  work  is  often  worse  than  to  be 
overtasked.  To  study  closely,  prepare  sermons  with  a generous  and 
laborious  care,  and  be  active  as  pastors  or  missionaries,  is  certainly  not 
easy  in  some  of  our  smaller  cures.  Yet  there  are  few  fields  which  do 
not  admit  of  almost  indefinite  enlargement,  if  their  incumbents  will 
but  consider  themselves  as  sent  to  all  within  their  reach,  who  are  as 
sheep  without  a shepherd.  Both  in  town  and  country  there  are  multi- 
tudes of  these,  and  when  they  cannot  be  brought  to  church,  they  can 
often  be  reached,  with  the  happiest  effect  on  minister  and  people, 
through  personal  intercourse,  and  through  religious  services  in  school- 
houses  and  private  dwellings.  Much  is  being  done  in  this  way  already ; 
but  there  is  room  for  a material  increase  in  a kind  of  labor  which  so 
pre-eminently  accords  with  the  ministry  of  Christ  and  his  apostles, 
and  which  is  so  peculiarly  fitted  to  pour  a new  life  into  the  hearts  of 
the  clergy.  It  ought  also  to  be  remembered,  that  small  parishes  with 
light  duty,  afford  to  the  clergy  those  opportunities  for  severe  study, 
and  for  gaining  pastoral  efficiency,  through  which  they  can  become 
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qualified  for  the  more  arduous  and  honorable  posts  of  the  profession. 
One  reason  why  we  find  it  so  difiScult  to  fill  these  posts,  lies,  1 am 
persuaded,  in  the  fact  that  our  younger  clergy  are  not,  as  a general 
rule,'  training  themselves  to  a higher  and  higher  efi&ciency  with  that 
systematic  and  studious  industry  which  would  be  cherished  by  more 
stable  pastoral  relations. 

In  order  to  train  clergymen  to  the  highest  possible  efficiency,  it  is 
necessary  that  study  and  work  should  be  more  or  less  combined,  as 
well  during  their  novitiate,  as  afterwards.  This  consideration  has  led 
me  to  form  the  idea  of  establishing  in  this  diocese  a proper  Training- 
School  for  candidates  for  orders,  where  they  could  be  trained,  at  one 
and  the  same  time,  to  the  theory  and  practice  of  their  profession.  I 
have  been  in  no  haste  to  press  the  commencing  of  the  institution,  not 
doubting,  that  if  really  needed  and  approved  of  the  Great  Head  of  the 
Church,  the  way  would  in  time,  be  opened.  Meanwhile,  I have  much 
satisfaction  in  stating  that  many  of  our  candidates  are  diligently  at 
work  as  Scripture-readers,  Catechists  and  Lay  Missionaries.  Two  of  the 
most  efficient  and  interesting  missions  among  the  neglected  and  debased 
population  of  Philadelphia  are  conducted  by  two  of  our  candidates. 
Most  of  the  others  are  zealously  engaged  within  and  without  the  diocese. 
It  is  my  purpose  to  send  them,  during  the  summer  vacation,  over  those 
parts  of  Pennsylvania,  where  there  is  most  spiritual  destitution,  to 
distribute  tracts.  Prayer  Books  and  Bibles — to  seek  out  the  scattered 
members  of  our  fold,  and  to  prepare  in  other  ways  for  the  introduction 
of  regular  missions. 

In  our  sore  lack  of  clergymen,  and  of  means  to  support  them,  it  is 
grateful  to  find  that  pious  and  intelligent  laymen  are  becoming  more 
and  more  sensible  of  the  obligation  which  rests  upon  them  as  stewards 
of  Christ’s  truth.  They  are  devoting  more  of  time  and  care  to  the 
instruction  of  Bible-classes,  and,  in  connection  with  the  clergy,  are 
devising  and  industriously  applying  other  means  to  bring  young  men 
within  the  sphere  of  a proper  church  influence,  and  to  carry  the  Gos- 
pel to  those  of  every  age  and  condition  who  are  living  without  it.  So 
long  as  these  efforts  are  judiciously  made  in  connection  with  our 
church  system  they  promise  only  blessing;  and  I pray  God,  that 
many  more  labourers  may  be  sent  forth  of  Him  who  alone  can  send 
effectually.  One  layman  in  this  city  has  under  his  teaching  nearly 
one  hundred  young  men  just  verging  on  manhood,  and  the  recruits 
who  pass  each  year  from  his  classes  to  confirmation  and  to  the  Holy 
Communion  shew  how  the  Saviour  smiles  upon  his  work. 

Having  dwelt  much,  on  former  occasions,  on  the  duty  of  enlarging 
our  missionary  operations  in  this  Diocese,  I pass  the  subject  now.

I beg,  however,  to  call  the  attention  of  the  clergy  and  congregations 
to  the  crippled  condition  of  the  General  Missions  of  the  Church,  both 
at  home  and  in  foreign  lands.  I regret  to  observe,  that  there  are 
many  congregations  in  Pennsylvania,  who  do  little  or  nothing  for  this 
cause.  The  least,  it  seems  to  me,  which  a clergyman  can  do,  consis- 
tently with  his  allegiance  to  the  authority  that  established  the  General 
Society,  is  to  instruct  his  people  in  their  duty  to  aid  in  sending  the 
Gospel  throughout  the  world,  and  then  to  afford  them,  once  at  least 
in  each  year,  the  opportunity  of  contributing  to  both  departments  of 
that  work  to  which  our  whole  church  stands  pledged.  Were  this 
done,  the  resources  of  the  Board  would  be  much  augmented,  and  we 
should  not  be  so  frequently  humbled  by  the  report  that  its  most  hope- 
ful undertakings  are  loaded  with  embarrassments,  and  its  treasury  on 
the  eve  of  bankruptcy. 

In  connection  with  our  African  Mission,  which  seems  to  be  con- 
ducted with  great  wisdom  and  zeal,  the  colony  of  Liberia  is  richly 
entitled  to  our  sympathy  and  aid.  Nothing  is  more  likely  to  promote 
the  diffusion  of  Christianity  and  civilization  on  that  hitherto  ill-fated 
continent,  nor  is  any  thing  more  likely  to  react  favorably  on  the 
condition  and  prospects  of  our  own  colored  population  than  such  an 
enlargement  and  improvement  of  that  Republic  as  shall  make  it  an 
attractive  home  to  our  Africo-American  people,  and  an  object  of  respect 
and  esteem  to  the  surrounding  natives.  The  policy  of  the  American 
Colonization  Society  looks  at  present  to  special  efforts  to  raise  the 
character  of  the  colonists  sent  out,  and  to  increase  materially  their 
number.  They  are  efforts  which  merit  the  co-operation  of  every  friend 
of  religion  and  humanity;  and  I would  commend  them  to  special 
attention  on  the  approaching  anniversary  of  our  American  Indepen- 
dence. On  the  coast  of  Africa  there  is  a sister  Republic,  whose  inde- 
pendence and  nationality  has  been  acknowledged  by  all  the  leading 
powers  of  Europe — which  is  destined,  we  may  hope,  to  act  a most 
powerful  and  benificent  part  in  the  future  of  the  black  race,  but  which 
needs  now  greatly  the  prayers  and  the  help  of  the  Christian  philan- 
thropist. I should  be  much  gratified  if  our  clergy  and  congregations 
could  find  it  in  their  hearts  to  have  contributions  to  the  treasuiy  of 
the  Colonization  Board  of  Pennsylvania  made  on  some  Sunday  near 
Independence  Day,  and  if  these  contributions  were  connected  with  a 
full  exposition  of  the  objects  and  claims  of  this  great  movement. 

In  closing  this  address  I need  but  refer  to  the  subject  of  dividing 
the  Diocese  or  electing  an  Assistant  Bishop,  which  was  introduced  to 
your  notice  last  year.  I intimated,  at  that  time,  that  I would  bring 
the  subject  formally  before  you,  so  soon  as  I could  determine  whether 
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the  emergency  wliich  requires  an  Assistant  Bishop  was  likely  to  arise, 
or  there  was  sufficient  evidence  that  a division  of  the  diocese  could  be 
effected  advantageously.  As  I then  proposed,  I have,  during  the  past 
year,  studiously  declined  all  but  official  engagements,  and  have  sought, 
by  rest  and  recreation,  to  recuperate  powers  which  seem  to  have  been 
materially  shattered.  The  success  with  which  this  course  has  been 
attended  cannot  be  clearly  ascertained  at  present,  as  I have  but  just 
returned  from  a somewhat  protracted  journey,  which  brought  with  it 
almost  entire  exemption  from  customary  cares  and  labours.  I cannot 
say  that  I am  sanguine  in  respect  to  the  future.  I shall  neglect 
nothing,  in  the  way  of  rest,  which  may  be  at  all  consistent  with  the 
proper  discharge  of  duty,  and  I shall  not  feel  authorized  to  apply  for 
an  Assistant,  unless,  in  my  own  judgment,  and  in  that  of  my  medical 
advisers,  such  a measure  is  urgently  required.  In  the  mean  time,  the 
whole  subject  might  be  allowed,  I should  suppose,  to  rest.  The  num- 
ber of  presbyters  and  congregations  contained  without  any  line  of 
division,  which  the  Convention  would  be  likely  to  sanction,  is  not  at 
present  sufficient  to  constitute  an  independent  Diocese,  under  the  5th 
Article  of  the  Constitution,  and  their  withdrawal,  even  if  the  number 
were  barely  sufficient,  would  leave  the  remainder  of  the  diocese  with  a 
larger  number  of  clergymen  and  parishes  than  it  had  ten  years  since, 
when  I took  charge.  The  relief,  therefore,  which  their  withdrawal 
would  afford,  would  not  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  a 
Bishop  so  far  disabled  as  to  be  entitled  to  an  assistant,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Canon. I shall  hold  myself  ready  to  co-operate  in  any 
and  every  measure  which  may  be  found,  after  mature  deliberation,  to 
be  demanded  by  the  best  interests  of  the  Diocese.  In  respect  to  the 
flock  over  which  the  Holy  Ghost  hath  made  me  overseer,  as  well  as  in 
respect  to  myself,  I desire,  I trust,  nothing  so  earnestly,  as  that  God’s 
will  may  be  done,  and  I have  a profound  conviction,  that  if,  in  the 
spirit  of  meekness  and  love,  we  seek  His  guidance,  it  will  not  be 
wanting  in  our  day  of  need.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  by  the  last  Convention,  the  duty  of 
considering,  and  reporting  upon  the  comparative  expediency  of  dividing  the 
Diocese,  or  electing  an  Assistant  Bishop  ; a subject  which  our  Diocesan  had 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Convention  in  his  Annual  Address,  have  had 
the  same  under  consideration,  and  now  respectfully  report ; 

1.  As  to  a division  of  the  Diocese : — Upon  the  best  consideration  they 
could  give  to  the  subject,  the  only  division  your  Committee  are  at  this 
moment  prepared  to  recommend,  would  be  by  a line  running  due  north  and 
south  through  the  centre  of  the  State.  But  as  such  a line  would  not  give 
to  the  Western  Diocese,  a sufficient  number  of  clergy  to  authorize  a division 
under  the  Constitution,  your  Committee  are  not  prepared  now  to  recom- 
mend any  division  whatever ; how  desirable  soever  they  may  think  such  a 
measure,  as  well  for  the  relief  of  the  Bishop,  as  for  the  securing  of  more 
through  Episcopal  visitations. 

2,  In  regard  to  the  question  of  an  Assistant  ; your  Committee  having, 
in  accordance  with  the  resolution  under  which  they  act,  consulted  with  the 
Bishop,  and  finding  him  unprepared  to  say  that  the  state  of  his  health  is  at 
present  such  as,  under  the  Canon,  to  justify  him  in  asking  for  an  Assistant, 
they  cannot  of  course  recommend  such  a measure.  Yet,  inasmuch  as  it  is  evi- 
dent to  your  Committee,  that  some  relief  under  his  onerous  duties,  is  impe- 
ratively called  for,  they  beg  to  offer  in  conclusion,  the  following  resolution : 
Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  the  Bishop  to  spare  himself 

as  much  as  possible  in  the  discharge  of  his  public  duties,  and  as  a further 
means  of  relief,  to  make  his  visitations  at  longer  intervals,  thus  enabling 
him  to  pass  more  time  in  each  parish,  particularly  in  the  rural  districts  ; 
and  should  an  absence  of  some  months  from  the  Diocese  be  deemed  advis- 
able, that  he  be  earnestly  requested  to  avail  himself  of  that  measure.

Copies  of  these  proposed  Amendments  may  be  found  collated  on  the 
fourth  page  of  the  fly-leaves  of  the  Journal  of  the  General  Convention  of 
1853,  which  Journal  was  duly  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Geo.  iNI.  Wharton,  the  subject-mat- 
ter of  the  above  communication  was  made  the  order  of 
the  day,  as  the  first  item  under  the  head  of  miscellane- 
ous business. 


The  Secretary  then  read  the  Report  of  the  Standing 
Committee. 

The  Standing  Committee  report  that  they  oi’ganized  on  the  5th  of  June, 
1850,  by  appointing  the  Rev.  Dr.  Morton,  President,  and  Mr.  Edward 
Olmsted,  Secretary.  They  subsequently  elected  Mr.  William  F.  Gritfitts,  a 
member  to  supply  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Edward  C. 
Biddle. 

They  have,  during  their  year  of  service,  signed  testimonials  recommend- 
ing the  ordination  to,  and  the  admission  as  candidates  for.  Holy  Orders,  as 
follows  : For  ordination  to  Priests’  Orders,  Rev.  J.  S.  B.  Hodges,  Rev.  Wm. 
Porter  Ray,  Rev.  John  P.  Lundy,  Rev.  R.  W.  Oliver,  Rev.  J.  Wiltbank 
Robins,  Rev.  George  Alexander  Crooke,  Rev.  Geo.  E.  Thrall,  and  Rev.  John 
Williamson.  For  ordination  to  Deacons’  Orders,  Messrs.  John  Liggins,  George 
R.  Reese,  Dr.  George  Bond  Allison,  Benjamin  R.  Smyser,  Samuel  B.  Seaman 
and  Alfred  Elwyn. 
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For  admission  as  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  Messrs.  Joseph  D.  Newlin, 
Thomas  K.  Conrad,  Marison  Byllesby,  Faher  Byllesby,  William  R.  Carroll, 
Samuel  Tweedall,  Henry  0.  Potter,  George  Bringhurst,  Thomas  Druman, 
Marshall  B.  Smith,  John  Tetlow  and  Samuel  B.  Dalrymple. 

In  obedience  to  a resolution  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  1841, 
they  appointed,  at  their  first  meeting,  a Committee  on  Records,  a copy  of 
whose  rei^ort  to  them  is  herewith  submitted. 

The  Committee  have  given  their  assent  to  the  Church  of  the  Evangelists, 
Philadelphia,  and  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  West  Chester,  disposing 
of  part  of  their  property  ; the  object  of  such  disposition,  being,  in  both  cases, 
the  application  of  the  proceeds  to  the  enlargement  or  rebuilding  of  their 
respective  church  edifices. 

The  Committee  on  Charters,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
on  the  3rd  of  January,  1856,  presented  a report,  which,  with  the  j)roceedings 
thereon  are  here  inserted  : 

“ The  Committee  on  Charters  report  that  they  have  examined  the  draft  of 
the  proposed  Corporation  of  ‘The  Rector,  Churchwardens  and  Vestrymen 
of  St.  Peter’s  Church,  Plymouth,’  and  find  the  same  to  conform  substan- 
tially to  the  form  recommended  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese.  An  act 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  approved 
April  25,  1855,  entitled  an  Act  relating  to  Coi-porations,  and  to  Estates  held 
for  Corporate,  Religious  and  Charitable  uses,”  requires  that  in  all  future 
charters  granted  by  the  Courts  of  the  Commonwealth,  there  shall  be  inserted 
therein,  provisions  that  will  secure  to  the  lay  members  of  the  same,  control 
over  the  corporate  property.  To  meet  this  requirement,  the  Committee 
recommend  that  at  the  end  of  Section  3,  the  following  shall  be  added  : ‘ Pro- 

vided, That  all  the  property  of  the  said  Corporation  shall  be  taken  and 
held,  subject  to  the  control  and  disposition  of  the  lay  members  of  the  same, 
through  the  vestry  or  governing  body  of  said  Corporation.’ 

“ The  Committee  further  recommend  that,  upon  the  application  to  the 
proper  court,  for  the  grant  of  the  charter  for  the  said  Church  of  St.  Peter’s, 
the  proposed  amendment  to  the  3d  Section  should  be  distinctly  brought 
to  the  notice  of  such  court,  in  order  to  obtain  its  opinion  whether  the  same 
conforms  to  the  requisition  of  the  said  act  of  Assembly.  The  Committee 
also  recommend,  that  a copy  of  this  report  be  furnished  by  the  Secretary 
to  the  parties  presenting  the  draft  of  the  Charter  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee.” 

This  report  after  consideration,  was  accepted  and  approved ; and  the 
Secretary  of  the  Committee  was  directed  to  furnish  a copy  to  the  parties 
interested. 

The  Committee  report  that  the  amendment  so  proposed  by  them,  was 
inserted  in  the  Charter  and  has  received  the  approbation  of  the  Court  of  the 
County,  wherein  the  proposed  Church  Corporation  is  situate. 

The  Committee  herewith  present  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
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Convention  Fund,  and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  vhich  have 
been  examined  and  are  correct. 

On  the  3d  of  January,  1856,  the  Bishop  informed  the  Committee  that 
the  state  of  his  health  required  his  absence  from  the  Diocese  for  the  space 
of  three  months  or  more,  and  he  constituted  the  Committee  the  Ecclesiasti- 
cal authorities  of  the  Diocese,  subject  to  the  Canons  of  1855. 

In  pursuance  of  the  authority  so  vested  in  them,  the  Committee  have  per- 
formed the  following  ecclesiastical  acts,  namely; 

We  issued  Letters  Dismissory  in  favor  of  Rev.  G.  Lewis  Platt,  Rev.  John 
J.  Huntington  and  Rev.  Samuel  A.  Cla  k,  and  they  have  received  evidence 
of  the  acceptance  of  said  letters. 

The  acceptance  of  Letters  Dismissory  in  favor  of  Rev.  James  Trimble  and 
Rev.  C.  F.  McRae. 

The  admission  of  Mr.  Marshall  B.  Smith,  as  a candidate  for  orders.  They 
have  received  notice  of  the  election  of  Rev.  William  Hammon,  as  Rector  of 
St.  Luke’s  Church,  Newtown,  and  St.  Andrew’s  Church,  Yardleyville,  and 
of  the  Rev.  C.  F.  McRae,  as  Rector  of  St.  John’s  Church,  Philadelphia.

The  Committee  has  had  bound  in  a single  volume,  copies  of  the  several 
editions  of  Canons  which  have  been  set  forth  by  the  Diocese  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, from  1814  to  1855. 

GEO.  EMLEN  HARE. 

The  Standing  Committee  presented  the  following  Re- 
port on  certain  Charters  laid  before  them : 

The  Standing  Committee  herewith  present  the  articles  of  association  of 
St.  Paul’s  Church,  Chestnut  Hill,  and  the  Charters  of  Christ  Church,  Cou- 
dersport,  and  St.  Peter’s,  Plymouth,  which  they  have  examined  and  find  to 
conform  to  the  form  of  charter  set  forth  by  the  Convention. 

The  Committee  also  present  the  charter  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Apostles, 
with  the  information  that  they  do  not  approve  of  it.  Because,  (1.)  the 
Church  Corporation  is  authorized  to  alien  or  otherwise  dispose  of  its  pro- 
perty with  the  assent  of  the  Bishop  alone.  The  Convention  having  recom- 
mended that  such  assent  should  be  given  by  the  Convention  or  the  Standing 
Committee.  (2.)  The  Vestry  is  to  be  composed  of  persons  “connected” 
with  the  church,  which  is  considered  too  indefinite  a description  of  persons 
eligible  as  Vestrymen.  (3.)  The  Vestry  is  to  be  elected  by  such  members 
of  the  Church  as  shall  appear  by  the  by-laws  entitled  to  vote.  Thus  allow- 
ing the  Vestry  for  the  time  being,  to  define  the  constituent  body.  (4.)  No 
person  is  allowed  to  ofiiciate  in  the  public  services  of  the  Church,  unless  he 
be  recognised  by  the  Bishop,  or,  in  the  case  of  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate, 
by  the  Standing  Committee.  By  which  no  Episcopal  clergyman  from  another 
Diocese  can  officiate  temporarily  in  the  Church  unless  he  shall  have  been 
previously  recognised  by  the  said  authority.

The  facts  in  the  case  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Evans  applying  for  a seat  in  this 
Convention,  are  substantially  as  follows : For  six  months  or  more,  Mr. 
Evans  has  had  no  fixed  or  settled  charge  of  any  kind,  but  has  been  employed 
almost  constantly  in  rendering  occasional  services  in  vacant  congregations, 
and  otherwise.  The  clause  of  the  Constitution,  under  which  Mr.  Evans 
asks  admission  to  the  Convention,  seems  to  your  committee  to  contemplate 
the  case  of  a settled  and  regular  employment,  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Constitution,  and  therefore,  that  Mr.  Evans  having  only  been 
occasionally  and  at  uncertain  intervals  occupied,  his  case  is  not  covered  by 
the  Constitution,  and  he  is  not  consequently,  entitled  to  a seat  in  this  body.

Rev.  Mr.  Goddard  moved,  that  $300  be  and  is  hereby 
appropriated  towards  paying  the  mileage  of  clergymen, 
members  of  this  Convention,  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby 
authorized  to  pay  the  same,  pro  rata  according  to  their 
actual  expense.

The  Rev.  B.  J.  Douglass,  having  called  the  attention  of 
the  Convention  to  the  provisions  of  the  14th  Canon,  “ Of 
supplying  vacant  congregations,”  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wash- 
burn moved  to  proceed  to  the  election  of  the  Committee 
required  by  said  Canon. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Tyng,  the  resolution  was  laid 
on  the  table. 

Rev.  Dr.  Howe  offered  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  regard  with  due  interest,  that  great  subject 
which  will  engage  the  attention  of  the  General  Convention  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church,  at  its  approaching  session,  to  wit : The  feasibih 
ity  of  adopting  some  measures  by  which  our  Church  may  be  enabled  to 
reach  more  effectually  the  masses  of  our  population,  that  are  “as  sheep 
having  no  shepherd,  ’ ’ and  to  attract  them  to  her  worship  ; and  moreover  ■ 
to  dispense  her  divine  and  sacred  endowments  more  widely  among  “those 
who  jn-ofess  and  call  themselves  Christians.” 

Resolved,  That  the  objects  above  contemplated,  are,  in  the' judgment  of  this 
Convention,  most  desirable  in  themselves ; that  they  appeal  to  the  live- 
liest sympathies  of  the  Christian  heart,  and  that  their  grave  considera- 
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tion,  by  the  chief  council  of  our  Church,  will  be  an  omen  of  present  and 
prospective  good. 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  commend  these  objects  to  the  earnest  thought, 
the  enlarged  charity,  and  conservative  prudence  of  their  Rt.  Rev.  Fathers, 
and  their  brethren,  clerical  and  lay,  under  whose  contemplation  they  may 
be  brought  for  legislative  action,  and  invoke  upon  them  the  blessing  and 
guidance  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church. 


On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Franklin,  the  Secretary 
was  directed  to  communicate  the  above  resolution  to  the 
General  Convention.

The  amendment  to  Article  VI.  being  read. 

Dr.  Ducachet  moved  to  approve  of  the  proposed  altera- 
tion. 

Rev.  Mr.  Washburn  moved  to  lay  this  resolution  on  the 
table,  which  was  not  agreed  to,  when  the  resolution  of 
Dr.  Ducachet  was  adopted. 
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Rev.  Mr.  Maxwell,  from  the  Committee  on  Claims,  made 
the  following  report : 

The  Committee  on  Charters  have  had  before  them  the  Charters  of  Incor- 
poration of  Christ’s  Church,  Coudersport,  and  of  St.  Peter’s,  Plymouth,  and 
the  Articles  of  Association  of  St.  Paul’s,  Chestnut  Hill,  which,  upon  examina- 
tion, they  find  to  be  conformed  to  the  Canons  and  Constitution  of  this 
Church.  They  therefore  submit  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  aforesaid  Churches  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  received 
into  union  with  this  Convention.

On  motion  of  Judge  Burnside,  this  resolution  was  laid 
on  the  table. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Wm.  Welsh,  it  was 

Resolved,  that  750  copies  of  the  Journal  be  printed. 

Resolved,  That  the  travelling  and  other  incidental  expenses  of  the  Bishop 
during  his  episcopal  visitation  be  paid  for  the  ensuing  year  out  of  the 
Convention  Fund. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Schrack, 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  tendered  to  the  Wardens 
and  Vestry  of  St.  Andrew’s  Church,  for  the  irse  of  their  church  by  the 
Convention. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Franklin  offered  the  folloAving  resolu- 
tion, which  Avas  lost : 

Resolved,  as  the  sense  of  this  Convention,  that  the  Standing  Committee  is 
not  required  to  report  every  departure  of  a Church  Charter  from  the  form 
recommended  by  this  Convention,  unless  said  departure  fails  to  confoim 
to  “ the  essential  principles  of  the  Church  as  regards  doctrine,  discipline, 
and  worship.” 

Mr.  Cresson,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Trustees  of 
the  General  Convention,  made  the  folloAving  report : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  question  relating  to  the  num- 
ber of  trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary  to  which  this  Diocese  is 
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entitled,  and  to  nominate  persons  to  act  in  that  capacity,  respectfully 
report. 

That  hy  the  Constitution  of  the  Gleneral  Theological  Seminary,  the  Dio- 
cese is  entitled  to  one  trustee  for  the  Diocese,  to  one  additional  trustee  for  ev- 
ery eight  clergyman  in  the  same,  and  to  one  additional  trustee  for  every  two 
thousand  dollars  contributed  in  the  same  to  the  funds  of  the  Seminary,  un- 
til the  sum  amount  to  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  one  additional  trustee  for 
every  ten  thousand  dollars  of  contributions  exceeding  that  sum. 

The  trustees  are  to  be  nominated  by  this  Convention  to  the  General  Con- 
vention, which  may  ccyiflrm  or  reject  such  nominations. 

According  to  the  ratio  of  one  trustee  for  every  eight  clergymen,  this  Dio- 
cese is  entitled  to  twenty  trustees.  The  amount  of  contributions  in  this 
Diocese  to  the  funds  of  the  Seminary,  as  reported  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
General  Convention,  was  between  twelve  and  thirteen  thousand  dollars, 
entitling  the  Diocese  to  five  trustees  on  that  amount.  The  amount  of  Kohne 
legacy  being  ninety  thousand  dollars,  would  entitle  the  Diocese  to  nine  ad- 
ditional trustees,  making  in  all  the  number  of  thirty-five  trustees  from  this 
Diocese. 

The  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  has  claimed  the  right  to  nominate  trustees 
on  account  of  this  legacy,  on  the  ground  that  Mr.  Kohne  was  domiciled  in 
that  state.  This  claim  has  not  been  acquiesced  in  by  this  Diocese.  Your 
committee  have  not  therefore  felt  authorized  to  deviate  from  the  action  of 
the  Convention  at  its  session  of  1853,  which  nominated  nine  trustees  for  the 
Kohne  Legacy.  But  they  have  understood  that  an  arrangement  had  been 
proposed  by  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  to  compromise  the  question,  by 
allowing  that  Diocese  to  nominate  four,  and  this  Diocese  five  of  the  trustees. 
Tlie  committee  think  that  this  may  be  left  to  the  wisdom  of  the  General 
Convention,  who  will  take  such  action  in  the  matter  as  they  may  think 
proper.

Rei^ort  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  G.  Allen,  Philadelphia. 

Up  to  this  date,  in  preaching,  lecturing,  &c.,  I have  officiated  on 
232  occasions.

I liave  distributed  a few  Bibles  and  Prayer  Books,  and  56,164  pages 
of  Tracts,  in  which  is  included  29,477  pages  of  the  Tract,  “ Morning 
and  Evening  Prayers  for  Children  and  Youth,”  &c.  I have  been 
instrumental  in  circulating  a few  volumes  on  experimental  and  prac- 
tical religion,  and  8343  parts  of  religious  periodicals,  at  a low  price  or 
gratuitously. 

My  monthly  appointments  at  the  Widow’s  Asylum,  and  at  the  Sea- 
men’s Home,  also  my  weekly  appointments  at  the  Magdalen  Asylum, 
and  at  my  house,  are  continued.  At  the  request  of  the  managers  of 
the  Poster  Home,  I have  recently  commenced  an  additional  weekly 
service.  By  present  arrangements,  &c.,  1 shall  preach  or  lecture  on 
five  or  six  occasions  each  week. 

My  poor’s  purse,  &c.,  has  been  the  means  of  imparting  relief  to  the

The  parsonage,  a contract  for  which  had  been  made,  as  mentioned 
in  my  last  report,  has  been  completed.  It  is  a neat,  comfortable,  and 
commodious  building,  admirably  adapted  for  the  purposes  for  which  it 
was  erected.  It  has  been  occupied  by  the  rector  and  his  family  since 
the  24th  of  last  December.  The  whole  property,  including  the  lot, 
fences,  pavements,  gas  fixtures,  &c.,  cost  about  §5200.  Of  this  sum 
$4825  have  been  paid,  leaving  the  sum  of  $375  still  due.  To  liqui- 
date this,  there  is  a legacy  of  $200  which  we  expect  shortly  to  receive, 
and  $75  in  hand  and  on  subscription,  which  leaves  a debt  of  only 
$100  on  the  whole  property.  For  our  success  in  this  enterprise  we 
are  indebted  mainly  to  the  ladies  of  the  congregation,  who,  by  their 
praiseworthy  energy  and  zeal,  have  raised  the  sum  of  §3000.  The 
temporal  condition  of  this  parish  is  now,  by  the  completion  of  this 
work,  in  a high  degree  satisfactory,  and  the  situation  of  the  rector  is 
made  comfortable.

Dublin,  Philadelphia.

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The  amount  of  salapj  which  the  clergyman  is  entitled  to  receive  from 
the  parish  is  §450  per  annum;  arrears  of  salary  §200  50. 

Durinc  the  last  few  months  we  have  received  an  addition  of  several

families  to  our  congregation,  which  is  now  in  a more  hopeful  condition 
than  it  has  been  since  the  present  rector  took  charge  of  it.  In  Dun- 
daff,  which  formerly  belonged  to  this  parish,  a church  was  organized 
in  Isovember  last,  and  the  Rev.  John  A.  Jerome  has  taken  charge  of  it.

St.  Mark’s  Church,  Lewistown. — Congregation,  families  22, 
adults  52,  children  37,  total  89 ; baptisms,  adult  1,  infants  6,  total 
7 ; communicants,  added  6,  died  or  removed  2,  present  number  27 ; 
marriages  4 ; burials  3 ; public  services,  on  Sundays,  twice  every  other 
Sunday,  52,  on  other  days  55,  total  107;  children  catechized  or  addressed 
frequently.  The  rector  visits  the  Sunday-school  every  Sunday,  and 
usually  closes  it.  Sunday-school  1,  male  and  female ; teachers,  male 
6,  female  9,  pupils  84 ; collections.  Diocesan  Missionary  Society  §25, 
Foreign  Missions  §10,  Convention  Fund  §6  50,  Episcopal  Fund  §5, 
for  other  objects  of  benevolence  §21 ; for  repairs  and  other  expenses  of 
the  church  there  have  been  expended  §300,  total  §367  50. 

Property  other  than  the  church  building,  a parsonage  and  a ceme- 
tery. Amount  of  indebtedness  on  the  parsonage  §700.  The  amount 
of  salary  the  clergyman  is  entitled  to  receive  (with  §200  from  the 
Diocesan  Missionary  Society)  §700;  of  this  sum  §250  arc  paid  for  ser- 
vices at  Trinity  Church,  Locke’s  Mills. 

The  rector  has  visited  the  town  of  Huntingdon  3 times  and  preached 
4 times,  administered  the  Communion  twice,  admitting  one  gentleman 
thereto  for  the  first  time,  and  baptized  8 children.  The  different 
families  of  this  parish  have  been  visited,  and  they  express  an  earnest 
desire  for  the  services  of  the  church  among  them,  of  which  they  have 
been  deprived  for  about  two  years. 

Trinity  Church,  Locke’s  Mills. — Families  4;  communicants 
4 ; services,  on  every  other  Sunday  twice,  52.  The  attendance  pretty 
good  of  persons  of  all  the  denominations  in  the  neighborhood.  Sun- 
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day-school,  (which  was  suspended  during  the  winter,)  teachers  last 
year  6,  pupils  25.  Property  other  than  church  building  and  lot,  none.

The  parish  is  increasing  both  in  numbers  and  in  the  zeal  and  inte- 
rest in  the  services  of  the  church,  and  nothing  but  the  unsettled  and 
vexed  question  of  the  Charter  prevents  it  from  being  very  prosperous.

Lancaster  County.

In  regard  to  our  Pai-ochial  Schools,  Orphan  Asylum,  and  the  prop- 
erty, income,  and  expenditure  of  the  church,  no  material  change  has 
taken  place  since  last  report.  The  Vestry  of  St.  James  continue  to 
pay  $150  per  annum  toward  the  support  of  St.  John’s  (Free)  Church. 

A detailed  report  will  be  made  from  St.  John’s  Church,  by  my 
assistant  there.  I am  happy  to  say,  however,  that  every  thing  is  going 
successfully  forward,  and  that  we  confidently  trust  now,  that  in  a very 
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short  time,  the  remainder  of  th  3 debt  will  be  paid  in  full.  For  the 
early  accomplishment  of  this  most  desirable  object,  we  are  largely 
indebted  to  the  unsolicited  aid  of  a reverend  brother  in  a neighboring 
diocese.

Philadelphia. 

Families  46,  including  9 which  are  here  during  only  a part  of  the 
year;  baptisms,  adults  3,  children  8,  total  11  ; confirmed  12  ; com- 
municants, added  29,  (^including  14  from  the  9 families  just  alluded 
to,)  died  or  removed  3,  present  number  44 ; marriages  2 ; burials  10  ; 
public  services,  on  Sundays  60,  other  days  9,  total  69 ; children  cate- 
chized once  a month  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year;  Sunday- 
school  1,  teachers  5,  pupils  50  ; collections.  Episcopal  Fund  $10,

In  addition  to  these  contributions  about  $3200  have  been  subscribed 
toward  the  erection  of  the  parsonage  house,  which  is  now  being  built. 

The  Statistics  of  the  Parish  are  about  the  same  as  last  year.  The 
salary,  $800,  in  addition  to  a house,  is  paid  quarterly,  and  could  not 
be  more  regularly  or  promptly  paid. 

Besides  the  services  reported  above,  I officiated,  frequently,  during 
the  summer  and  autumn,  on  Sunday  afternoons,  at  Jenkintown, 
Montgomery  Co  Indeed,  with  the  assistance  of  various  clerical  breth- 
ren, procured  through  the  exertions  of  a zealous  layman,  our  services 
were  performed  there  uninterruptedly,  from  the  beginning  of  July  till 
late  in  the  fall ; and,  on  almost  every  occasion,  the  attendance  was 
most  encouraging.  These  services  were  resumed  on  yesterday  (May 
4),  and  will,  from  this  on,  be  regularly  continued.  A prosperous 
parish  there,  at  no  distant  day,  may,  I think,  be  safely  anticipated. 
The  place  is  favored  in  having  near  it,  during  several  months  of  each 
year,  a few  families,  wmrmly  interested  in  the  project^  and  having  both 
the  ability  and  the  will  to  promote  its  success.

I have  officiated  about  40  times,  and  besides  have  officiated  at  10  or 
12  funerals.  I have  celebrated  1 marriage.  Since  September  last  I 
have  not  officiated,  except  reading  the  service  two  or  three  times. 
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Report  of  the  Rev.  De  Witt  C.  Byllesby,  Rector  of  St.  Paul’s  Church, 
Montrose,  Susquehanna  County.

In  my  last  report  the  hope  was  expressed  that  a new  church  edifice 
would  be  erected  at  no  distant  day.  This  has  now  been  commenced, 
and  by  the  middle  of  .June  we  hope  to  have  the  corner-stone  laid.  An 
eligible  lot  has  been  obtained,  at  a cost  of  $500,  and  a plan  furnished 
by  Upjohn.  The  building  will  be  in  the  pointed  style,  with  a spire 
86  feet  in  height.  It  is  designed  to  seat  about  300  persons,  and  to 
cost  about  $6000.  For  a part  of  this  sum  we  must  look  to  friends 
abroad. 

The  condition  of  the  parish,  while  it  affords  no  ground  for  boasting, 
is  yet  such  as  to  encourage  us. 

With  your  consent  I resigned  the  charge  of  St.  Matthew’s  Church, 
Pike,  into  the  hands  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hopkins,  in  June  last.  Between 
the  last  Convention  and  that  event  I had  held  4 services  on  Sundays ; 
1 had  been  confirmed.  Since  that  time  I have  ofllciated  at  1 funeral, 
by  Mr.  Hopkins’  reqnest. 

I also  held  4 services  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Mark’s,  New  Milford,  and 
attended  at  1 funeral,  before  the  present  incumbent  took  charge.  Two 
services  have  been  held  at  Cherry,  Sullivan  Co.,  and  three  infants 
baptized.

There  was  no  Confirmation  in  this  parish  since  last  Convention,  in 
consequence  of  the  absence,  of  the  rector  during  the  past  winter.

I am  happy  to  state,  that  the  mortgage  on  the  lot  (30  by  100  feet), 
belonging  to  us,  adjoining  the  one  on  which  the  church  edifice  stands, 
has  at  length  been  paid  off,  through  the  indefatigable  exertions  of  the 
“ Ladies’  Missionary  Association”  of  Christ  Church. 

The  spire,  which,  ever  since  the  church  edifice,  a Monument  to 
Bishop  White,  was  built,  has  been  anxiously  looked  for,  at  length 
surmounts  its  tower,  and  is  much  admired  by  all  who  have  seen  it.  It 
is  the  gift  of  the  Sunday-schools  of  St.  Peter’s  Church,  Philadelphia. 

Calvary  Church  being  now  completed,  and,  together  with  all  that 
appertains  thereto,  paid  for,  we  expect  to  have  it  consecrated,  at  the 
time  of  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention  in  October. 

I may  add  that  the  above  statistics  give  as  complete  a representa- 
tion of  the  present  condition  of  this  parish,  as  it  is  possible  to  furnish. 
Both  the  congregation  and  the  Sunday-school  are  more  or  less  fluctu- 
ating. Hence,  it  would  be  dilficult  to  report  the  precise  number  of 
either.

The  congregation  has  suffered  a diminution  of  membership  from 
the  connection  of  many  with  the  associate  Church  of  the  Ascension, 
Claymont,  Delaware.  All  the  removals  may  be  credited  to  this  fact. 

The  church  edifice  lost  its  spire  in  the  recent  hurricane.

Congregation,  families  150,  adults  300,  children  400,  total  700; 
baptisms,  adults  2,  infants  105,  total  107 ; communicants,  added  25, 
died  or  removed  2,  present  number  85  ; marriages  7 ; burials  80  ; pub- 
lic services,  on  Sundays  125,  other  days  125,  total  250 ; children  cate- 
chized, times  15  ; Sunday-schools,  female  1,  teachers  20,  pupils  350. 

This  is  emphatically  a mission  church,  and,  therefore,  it  is  impossi- 
ble to  report  with  accuracy  as  to  ds  permanent  congregation.  I can 
say,  however,  that  by  the  blessing  of  God  upon  our  humble  efforts 
there  has  been  a steady  increase  in  the  number  of  regular  worship- 
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pers  and  it  is  hoped  a corresponding  increase  in  spiritual  interest  and 
edification.  Since  the  opening  of  the  new  church  in  Febuary  last,  the 
growth  of  the  congregation  has  been  more  rapid  and  substantial  than 
was  anticipated  by  the  most  sanguine  frien  Is  of  the  mission.  I am 
especially  happy  to  be  able  to  report  this  both  to  justify  the  vestry 
for  undertaking  this  good  work  at  the  time  they  did,  and  to  assure 
the  many  warm  and  generous  friends  of  this  effort  for  church  exten- 
sion in  the  city,  that  it  has  proved  itself  worthy  of  all  that  has  been 
done  to  sustain  and  further  it.

Report  of  the  Rev.  George  Alexander  Crooke,  Rector  of  St.  Peter’s  Church, 
Phoenixville,  Chester  County. 

The  above  begs  to  state  that  he  accepted  a “ call”  to  the  rectorship 
of  this  parish  last  September,  and  that  the  congregation  had  then 
been  much  scattered  in  consequence  of  their  having  no  stated  minister 
for  at  least  six  months.  In  such  a state  of  affairs  much  patience  was 
required.  It  is  a pleasure  to  state  that  something  has  been  done  under 
the  guidance  of  a gracious  Providence,  and  that  the  onward  prospect, 
though  sometimes  darkened  by  clouds,  now  wears  a more  satisfactory 
and  cheering  aspect. 

The  general  population  here  is  fluctuating  therefore  numbers  can- 
not be  given  with  stilct  accuracy.  At  present  the  congregation  con- 
sists of  about  30  families,  80  adults,  and  20  children,  total  130  ; 
baptisms,  infants  10;  confirmed  none;  communicants  33,  of  whom  2 
have  been  lately  added  ; marriages  none ; burials  3 ; public  services, 
every  Sunday  morning,  other  days  2 ; children  catechized  in  Sunday- 
school  1 ; teachers  13  ; pupils  100  ; collections,  Episcopal  Hospital 
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$8  18,  Society  for  Advancement  of  Christianity  S12  25,  Church 
building  $5,  Episcopal  Fund  $1  65,  total  $30  08. 

Up  to  December  2d,  in  last  year,  Sunday  afternoon  services  have 
been  held  in  St.  John’s  Chapel,  near  Pickering  Bridge,  but  were  at 
that  time  discontinued,  in  consequence  of  the  suspension  of  the  Mining 
Works  in  that  neighborhood.  Those  interested,  or  rather  those  who 
should  have  been  so,  in  this  neat  little  chapel,  forgot  to  render  me 
even  thanks  for  my  services  there. 

The  salary  of  the  Ptector  of  St.  Peter’s  Church  is  $300  per  annum, 
which  has  been  paid  with  considerable  punctuality.

Congregation,  in  usual  attendance  250 ; baptisms,  adults  4,  infants

100;  marriages  8 ; burials  6 ; public  services  are  held  every  Sunday 
morning  and  afternoon,  with  an  additional  service  on  the  3d  Sunday 
in  the  month  at  night,  every  Wednesday  and  Friday  morning,  on  all 
the  holy  days,  the  Ember  and  Eogation  days. 

Holy  baptism  is  administered  after  the  2d  Lesson,  at  any  service. 

Holy  communion  is  administered  on  the  first  Sunday  in  the  month, 
Easter  Day,  Whitsunday,  Trinity  Sunday,  and  on  every  day  other  than 
Sunday,  for  which  there  is  a collect.  Epistle  and  Gospel.

The  missionary  of  Market-Street  Mission  respectfully  reports  that

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rience  the  gracious  gifts  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  church.  It  has 
quite  doubled  its  communion  list,  and  nearly  doubled  its  number  of 
regular  attendants. 

That  a good,  substantial,  plain  church  is  greatly  demanded  by  the 
necessities  of  this  mission  cannot  be  doubted.  The  plan  is  that  the 
church  should  be  large  enough  to  render  it  self-supporting  very  soon 
after  consecration. 

There  is  a large  and  good  Sunday-school  of  between  three  and  four 
hundred  scholars  with  about  forty  teachers.  I have  in  various  ways 
ministered  to  more  than  two  hundred  families  during  the  past  year.

We  hope 
the  other  sex  will  do  as  well  in  regard  to  the  projected  new  ehurch. 
One  or  two  additional  subscriptions  have  been  made  to  this  object, 
and  some  additional  material  has  been  brought  on  the  ground.  The 
vestry  are  resolved  to  prosecute  the  work.

marriages  2 ; public  services  on  Sundays,  holy  days,  and  Wednesday 
evenings,  from  October  to  May  ; Sunday-school,  teachers  12,  scholars 
97.  Hector’s  salary  61200  per  annum  ; not  in  arrears. 

This  parish  was  organized  by  a body  of  laymen  in  December  last, 
and  the  present  Rector  entered  on  his  duties  in  January.  From  Sep- 
tuagesima  Sunday,  (January  20th,)  services  and  the  Sunday  School 
have  been  regularly  sustained,  in  a hall  at  the  Northwest  corner  of 
Girard  Avenue  and  Thirteenth  Street.  The  hall  will  accommodate 
more  than  two  hundred,  and  is  regularly  well  filled. 

No  other  congregation  is  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood,  and  no 
part  of  Philadelphia  has  stronger  claims  upon  the  church,  or  holds  out 
better  prospects  of  ultimately  requiring  and  sustaining  a large  and  effi- 
cient parish.  It  is  proposed,  as  soon  as  means  sufficient  are  procured,  to 
erect  a church  edifice  on  Broad  Street,  near  its  intersection  with  Girard 
Avenue. 

The  originators  of  this  parish,  believing  that  “ lively  stones”  form 
the  surest  supports  of  the  church,  have  begun  their  work  with  ample 
provision  for  the  spiritual  building.  Although  they  do  not  yet  see 
clearly,  from  whence  all  the  temporal  aid  they  need  is  coming,  yet 
they  see  enough  to  encourage  their  going  forward  hopefully,  and  trust 
for  the  rest.

Besides  the  regular  services  held  in  the  Parish  Church,  the  rector 
has  officiated  about  tliirti/  times,  on  Sunday  afternoons,  in  school-houses 
in  the  country,  when  the  services  have  been  generally  well  attended, 
affording  reason  to  hope  that  an  intei’est,  both  in  religion  and  in  our 
church,  will  be  the  result.  It  is  purposed  to  continue  those  services 
through  the  coming  year,  and  we  look  to  the  Lord  for  a blessing  on 
our  efforts.

I accepted  a call  to  these  parishes  on  the  15th  November,  1855,  and 
have  since  officiated  at  Doylestown  every  Sunday  morning,  and  twice 
a-month  on  Sunday  evenings;  on  Ash  Wednesday,  Good  Friday,  and 
Ascension  mornings  ; every  Wednesday  and  Friday  afternoon  in  Lent; 
twice  a day,  morning  and  evening,  in  Passion  Week;  and,  since 
Easter,  on  Friday  afternoons 

[n  Centreville,  every  Sunday  afternoon,  and  at  Centre  Hill,  near 
the  Delaware  lliver,  once  a month,  on  Sunday  evening. 

Before  I took  charge,  and  after  the  resignation  of  the  former  rector, 
services  were  kept  up  by  such  supplies  as  could,  from  time  to  time,  be 
^irocured.

The  condition  of  this  parish  is  still  encouraging;  the  most  of  the 
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communicants  added,  during  the  past  year,  were  from  the  ranks  of  the 
young,  which  is  looked  upon  as  a favorable  symptom.  Our  loss  this 
spring,  by  removals,  has  been  much  larger  than  usual ; so  that,  not- 
withstanding our  additions  during  the  year,  our  whole  number  of  com- 
municants is  less  than  last  year.  May  their  places  soon  be  filled  by 
others  from  the  ranks  of  the  world. 

The  rector  is  happy  in  being  able  to  state,  that  his  vestry  has,  by 
a strenuous  effort,  succeeded  in  paying  off  the  entire  debt  of  the  church 
this  spring  ; and  now  we  are  free.  But  scarcely  had  we  time  to  re- 
joice in  and  congratulate  each  other  on  the  happy  circumstance  of 
being  entirely  free  from  debt,  when,  by  an  act  of  divine  Providence, 
in  the  severe  storm  that  passed  over  our  town  a short  time  ago,  the 
tower  of  our  church  was  completely  destroyed.  The  vestry  having 
exhausted  all  their  resources,  in  their  late  effort  to  pay  off  the  church 
debt,  must  either  let  our  tower  remain  in  its  present  dilapidated  and 
forlorn  condition,  or  incur  a debt  of  some  three  or  four  hundred  dollars, 
which  they  seem  very  reluctant  to  do.  They  had  but  just  tasted  the 
luxury  oi freedom,  and  they  are  unwilling  to  be  brought,  so  soon,  into 
bondage  again.  Perhaps  some  of  the  wealthy  friends  of  our  Zion  will 
aid  us  in  this  time  of  need. 


Report  of  tlie  Rev.  Geo.  P.  Hopkins,  Rector  of  St.  Mattkew’s  Cliurcli,  Pike, 

Bradford  County. 

In  regard  to  this  parish,  the  undersigned  would  say,  that  it  has  suf- 
fered much,  even  for  the  last  year,  by  deaths,  from  removals  to  other 
places,  as  well  as  from  many  other  causes  ] and,  therefore,  is  now  in 
a very  depressed  condition. 

Commencing  temporary  services  here  myself  in  July  last,  I have 
extended  my  appointments  to  Le  Raysville,  a small  village  five  miles 
off,  holding  services  on  alternate  Sundays  both  here  and  at  Pike. 

Services,  at  Pike,  on  Sundays  30,  other  days  8,  at  Le  Raysville,  on 
Sundays  14,  other  days  3 ■,  marriages  3 ; baptism  1 ; burials  7. 

The  attendance  at  Le  Raysville  has  been  most  encouraging.

Philadelphia.

During  the  past  winter  a “ Church  Home  for  Destitute  and  Orphan 
Children”  has  been  opened,  under  the  united  auspices  of  St.  Mark’s, 
Epiphany,  and  St.  Luke’s  Churches.  The  work  has  been  entered  upon 
with  great  zeal  and  energy,  by  the  lady  managers,  and  their  call  for 
pecuniary  aid  has  met  with  a ready  response  from  members  of  these 
congregations  and  others.  The  house  which  was  rented  for  the  pur- 
pose, was,  in  a very  few  weeks,  filled  with  the  pitiful  and  interesting 

little  ones,”  for  whose  shelter  it  was  provided.  Such  as  are  old 
enough  are  sent  to  Sunday  and  day  schools,  and  all  offer  the  incense 
of  prayer  and  praise,  morning  and  evening,  at  the  household  altar. 
The  music  of  their  infant  voices,  “ speaking  in  Psalms,  and  Hymns, 
and  Spiritual  Songs,”  is  alike  grateful  to  the  ear,  and  melodious  to 
the  heart. 

We  account  it  not  the  least  interesting  feature  in  this  truly  Chris- 
tian enterprise,  that  the  active  spirit  of  neighboring  congregations,  who 
else  might  have  pursued  their  several  works  of  benevolence,  with  the 
unexpressed  but  yet  repellant  impression  abiding  in  their  hearts,  that 
it  were  impossible  for  them  to  co-operate,  are  here  associated  in  a 
frame  of  lively  sympathy  and  cordial  unison,  perfectly  joined  to- 
gether in  the  same  mind,  and  in  the  same  judgment.”  We  trust  that 
the  experiment  may,  in  this  regard,  as  well  as  all  others,  prove  both 
successful  and  edifying;  and  that  kindred  institutions,  suggested  by 
the  faith  and  spirit  of  the  Grospel,  may  be  established  by  these  and 
other  parishes  of  our  great  city,  credentials  to  all  people — that  our 
Church  is  truly  primitive,  not  only  in  her  order,  but  in  her  faith,  and 
charity,  and  benificence. 


Report  of  Rev.  B.  S.  Huntington,  Principal  of  Aston  Ridge  Seminary. 
Sermons,  at  the  seminary  75,  in  other  places  16;  addresses  and 
exhortations,  principally  at  family  worship,  about  200 ; adult  baptism 
1 ; marriages  2. 

The  exclusion  of  religious  worship  from  the  court-house  has  inter- 
rupted the  services  of  the  church  at  Media  for  nearly  a year. 

The  state  of  religion  in  the  seminary  is  always  affected  by  the  fre- 
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quent  changes  incidental  to  schools,  but  the  degree  of  religious  interest 
at  present  existing,  and  recent  letters  from  former  pupils,  expressive 
of  the  lasting  impressions  they  had  here  received,  afford  me  the  most 
gratifying  evidence  of  the  usefulness  of  my  labors,  and  of  the  impor- 
tant connection  between  institutions  like  this  and  the  best  interests  of 
the  church. 


Report  of  tlie  Parish  of  Hope  Church,  Mt.  Hope,  Lancaster  County. 
Baptisms,  infants  8 ; public  services  on  Sundays  23,  other  days  11, 
total  34  ; Sunday-school  pupils,  total  80  ; parish  day-school  pupils  45. 
The  holy  communion  has  been  once  administered  to  4 persons. 

During  a considerable  portion  of  the  summer,  the  church  was 
open  on  the  Sundays,  worship  being  conducted  by  a candidate  for 
Holy  Orders.  The  attendance  was  numerous,  constant  and  devout. 
Missionary  services  are  greatly  desired  and  much  needed  at  this  place. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  W.  Hommaun,  Rector  of  St.  Luke’s  Church,  Newtown, 
and  St.  Andrew’s  Church,  Yardleyville,  Bucks  County. 

Newtown. — Congregation,  families,  14,  adults  44,  children  22, 
total  66 ; communicants  13  ; public  services  27  ; children  catechized 
twice;  Sunday-schools,  8 teachers,  64  pupils;  collection  for  Conven- 
tion Fund  SI  32.

The  present  rector  has  been  in  charge  of  the  above  parishes  only 
three  months.  During  that  time  there  have  been  no  baptisms,  neither 
have  any  additions  been  made  to  the  communion  of  the  church. 

No  collections  have  been  made  other  than  the  usual  communion 
offerings  and  the  weekly  offerings  for  incidental  parish  expenses,  ex- 
for  the  Convention  Fund,  as  stated  above. 

The  prospects  of  both  congregations  are,  upon  the  whole,  very 
encouraging. 

The  Sunday-school  of  St.  Luke’s,  under  the  faithful  and  efficient 
superintendance  of  John  Cresson,  Esq.,  is  an  honor  and  a praise  in 
the  community.  Its  pupils  compidse  many  who  have  no  other  con- 
nection with  our  church  than  as  members  of  the  school.  Of  the  64 
pupils  in  the  school,  20  are  colored  children.  The  influence  of  the 
church  is  thus  brought  to  bear  upon  this  too  much  neglected  portion 
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of  tlie  population  of  our  country.  The  Sunday-school  of  St.  Andrew’s 
having  been  closed  for  several  months  past,  has  just  been  resumed. 
Its  commencement  promises  well. 

The  attendance  at  public  worship  in  both  churches  is  increasing. 
At  Yardleyville,  it  has,  thus  far,  been  larger  than  at  Newtown.  The 
church  edifice  there  is  free,  no  pew  in  the  building  being  rented,  and 
no  one  having  any  exclusive  right  to  any  particular  seat.  The  rector’s 
salary  is  made  up  by  private  subscriptions,  and  the  incidental  ex- 
jjenses  are  met  by  the  weekly  ofi’erings  of  the  congregation  during 
public  worship.  Thus  the  people  see  and  feel  that  this  is  a church 
tor  all.  All  feel  at  home.  The  rich  and  the  •poor  meet  together  and 
feel  that  “ the  Lord  is  the  Malcer  of  them  all.”  The  writer  feels  a 
real  pleasure  and  satisfaction  when  inviting  people  to  this  house  of 
prayer  in  being  able  to  say  to  them,  ^‘■The  seats  are  free  to  all.”

Schuylkill  County.

The  parish  owns  no  property,  except  the  church  edifice ; it  is  free 
from  debt.

Report  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Jaquette. 

The  Rev.  Joseph  Jaquette  reports  that  he  continued  to  teach  Theo- 
logical  Students  the  Hebrew  language,  until,  in  the  view  of  his 
medical  advisers,  a further  continuance  would  produce  fatal  results. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  John  A.  Jerome,  Rector  of  St.  James’  Church,  Dundatf, 

Susquehanna  County. 

I took  charge  of  this  newly-organized  parish  the  first  Sunday  in 
iMarch  last.  For  several  months  previous  there  had  been  no  resident 
minister  of  any  name  in  the  village,  and  only  occasional  services.  We 
now  worship  in  the  Presbyterian  church,  which  has  been  kindly  opened 
to  us  without  charge.  The  attendance  has  encouraged  us  from  the  first, 
and  continues  to  improve. 
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A meeting  for  prayer  and  exposition  of  the  Scriptures  has  been 
held  every  Wednesday  evening.  A Sunday-school  was  organized  the 
second  Sunday  in  April,  and  now  numbers  10  teachers  aud  60  scholars. 
We  are  indebted  to  the  Female  Infant-school  of  the  Church  of  the 
Epiphany,  Philadelphia,  for  the  grant  of  a library  of  100  volumes, 
through  the  American  Sunday-school  Union.  Also  to  the  Bishop 
White  Prayer-Book  Society  for  50,  and  to  the  Female  Prayer-Book 
Society  for  25,  Prayer  Books. 

Every  thing  invites  to  the  most  faithful  and  hopeful  efforts. 

The  number  of  families  and  communicants  cannot  now  be  accurately 
stated.  There  have  been  two  funerals. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  Edward  C.  Jones. 

The  missionary  at  the  Bloekley  Almshouse  respectfully  reports  to 
his  diocesan,  that  he  has  been  fully  engaged  during  the  past  conven- 
tional year  in  his  usual  round  of  duties.  He  is  more  and  more  con- 
vinced of  the  necessity  of  religious  wor.ship  in  this  large  institution, 
and  the  practical  good  resulting  from  such  stated  ministrations.  The 
three  departments  in  which  he  still  labors  are  the  Children’s  Asylum, 
the  wards  of  the  superannuated  men,  and  the  insane  population.  In 
his  pastoral  relation,  he  finds  that  his  influence  is  growing,  and  that 
increasing  respect  is  manifested  to  all  the  ordinances  of  our  holy  faith. 
The  great  object  of  such  an  effort  is  to  carry  the  gospel  to  the  poor 
and  destitute,  and  the  result  of  the  preaching  of  the  word  is  the  order 
and  good  conduct  of  the  inmates  and  the  decided  restraint  upon  the 
exhibition  of  the  worst  feelings  of  our  fallen  nature.  The  sanative 
influence  of  the  gospel  in  its  moral  fruits  are  thus  peculiarly  visible, 
even  if  we  have  no  marked  accessions  to  the  church  in  the  form  of  a 
tangible  membership.  For  nearly  eight  years  the  missionary  has 
thus  labored  with  satisfaction  and  success.  In  closing,  he  would 
thank  his  bishop  for  his  fatherly  interest  in  an  effort  whose  utility  if 
not  now,  must  in  the  future,  be  fully  appreciated  by  the  church  in 
Philadelphia. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  N.  M.  Jones,  Rector  of  St.  Bartholomew’s  parish, 

Philadelphia. 

Families  97;  communicants  31,  removed  1 — 30;  baptisms,  adults  3, 
infants  and  children  117,  total  120 ; marriages  3 ; funerals  12 ; 
Sunday-school  children  200 ; Sunday-school  teachers  14 ; parochial 
visits  paid  881 ; number  of  poor  families  relieved  177. 
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This  church  was  opened  for  public  worship  on  the  23d  of  September 
last,  and  has  ever  since  gone  on  steadily  increasing  in  numbers.  The 
congregation  is  composed  almost  wholly  of  those  who  are  poor  in  this 
world’s  goods,  and,  in  consequence,  but  few  of  the  pews  have  been 
rented.  The  last  long  and  severe  winter  has  prevented  many  from 
renting  the  pews  who  otherwise  would.  They,  nevertheless,  attend 
the  church,  and,  when  they  are  able,  will  contribute  to  its  support. 

Since  the  23d  of  September,  the  rector  has  received  as  a salary  $73 ; 
for  Episcopal  Hospital  $1  58 ; Convention  Fund  $4  04 ; sufferers  at 
Norfolk  and  Portsmouth  $20;  other  offerings  $101  35. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  Daniel  Kendig,  Deacon,  ministering  in  St.  Paul’s  Church, 
Chester,  Delaware  County. 

Baptisms,  adults  2,  infants  25,  total  27,  (of  these,  the  sacrament 
was  administered  to  one  by  the  bishop,  and  to  four  by  the  Rev.  A.  B. 
Hard;)  confirmed  5 ; communicants,  died  or  removed  6,  added  16, 
present  number  83  ; marriages  11  ; burials  27 ; public  services,  on 
Sundays  99,  other  days  38,  total  137  ; Sunday-schools  2 ; teachers  27  ; 
pupils  250 ; Bible-classes  2 ; members  18 ; collections.  Episcopal 
Fund  $5  ; Convention  Fund  $5  ; Foreign  Missions  $38 ; Christmas

The  amount  of  property  owned  by  the  parish  remains  as  heretofore 
reported,  except  that  the  limits  of  the  church-yard  have  been  extended 
by  the  purchase  of  the  lot  of  ground  adjoining  it.  This  is  not  yet 
entirely  paid  for,  but  the  sale  of  burial  lots  is  gradually  discharging 
the  debt.  The  other  liabilities  of  the  parish  are  inconsiderable,  and 
provision  has  been  made  to  insure  their  liquidation. 

In  every  respect  the  state  of  things  here  is  encouraging.  The 
congregation  has  increased  in  numbers,  and  the  people  listen  to  the 
word  with  great  attention.  The  Sunday-school  is  in  a prosperous 
condition ; the  children  are  engaging  with  renewed  zeal  in  their  little 
missionary  enterprise,  and  they  are  seconded  by  the  self-denying  labors 
of  their  teachers,  whose  faithfulness  is  specially  worthy  of  grateful 
record.  And,  in  all,  there  seems  to  be  a hearty  interest  and  a liberal 
spirit  for  every  thing  that  concerns  the  well-being  of  the  parish. 
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Report  of  the  Rev.  B.  B.  Killikelly,  Rector  of  All  Staints’  Church,  Paradise, 
and  of  Christ  Church,  Leacock,  Lancaster  County. 

All  Saints’  Church,  Paradise. — Congregation,  families  and 
parts  of  families  reported  last  year  36,  removed  4,  added  29,  present 
number  61;  adults  168,  children  124,  total  292  ; baptisms,  adults  29, 
infants  26,  total  46;  confirmed  17  ; communicants,  added  26,  died  or 
removed  4,  present  number  02 ; marriages  10  ; burials  22 ; public 
services,  on  Sundays  53,  other  days  48,  total  101 ; Sunday-school  1, 
teachers  13,  pupils  80  ; collections.

Statistics,  same  as  last  reported  ; salary  of  clergyman  $450.  Arrears 
of  salary,  none. 

I could  only  find  thirty-two  families  residing  within  the  bounds  of 
this  parish,  on  taking  charge  of  it  a year  since.  Of  the  twenty-nine 
added,  six  are  by  removal  from  other  parishes.  Of  the  twenty  adults 
baptized,  twelve  were  received  into  the  church  by  that  initiatory 
rite  on  one  occasion.  Seventeen  only  were  confirmed  by  Bishop  Lee, 
of  Delaware,  other  candidates  not  being  able  to  get  to  the  church  on 
account  of  the  almost  impassable  state  of  the  roads.  Of  the  confirmed, 
five  were  pupils  of  the  Female  Seminary  founded  by  myself  in  this 
place,  and  of  which  I am  rector.  Another  pupil  prepared  by  me, 
went  home  last  month  to  receive  the  rite  at  the  hands  of  Bishop  Up- 
fold,  in  Greensburg.  Thus  has  this  seminary  at  the  end  of  its  second 
session,  added  six  members  to  the  church  as  its  first  fruits.  Of  the 
twenty-two  persons  buried,  six  only  belonged  to  this  parish.  An  ad- 
dress, according  to  the  custom  of  the  country,  was  delivered  on  every 
occasion  except  one.  When  it  is  remembered  that  this  is  a rural  par- 
ish, and  a feeble  one,  the  collections  will  be  considered  fair.  The 
rector,  in  this  connnction,  is  happy  to  state  that  the  vestry  of  this 
parish  has  increased  his  salary  to  the  sum  of  $450,  to  meet  the  with- 
drawal of  aid  from  the  Advancement  Society.  A number  of  pews 
have  been  rented,  and  the  attendance  has  been  regular  and  large,  the 
church  being  frequently  filled  or  nearly  so.  Service  is  celebrated  once 
on  every  Lord’s  day,  in  the  morning  and  evening  alternatively.  I 
have  held  service  and  preached  in  Strasburg  and  other  places,  thirteen 
times.  My  people  are  united  and  kind,  and  I have  abundant  cause  to 
be  thankful  for  the  present  encouraging  condition  of  the  parish. 
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Christ  Church,  Leacock. — Congregation,  families  and  parts  of 
families  reported  in  1855,  37,  removed  4,  added  4,  present  number 
37 ; adults  91,  children  50,  total  141 ; baptisms,  adults  6,  children  10, 
total  16  ; communicants,  added  6,  died  or  removed  3,  present  number 
44  ; burials  2 ; public  services,  on  Sundays  34,  other  days  2,  total  36; 
Sunday  school  1,  teachers  10,  pupils  50;  collections.  Episcopal  Fund 
$2  01,  Convention  Fund  $3  86,  Society  for  Advancement  of  Chris- 
tianity $5  20,  Norfolk  and  Portsmouth  sufferers  $5,  Missionary  and 
other  purposes  $27  16,  total  $43  43;  statistics  same  as  last  year; 
salary  of  clergyman  $100.  No  arrears. 

The  severity  of  the  past  winter,  and  the  state  of  the  roads,  have 
materially  interfered  with  the  attendance  of  the  congregation  on  public 
worship.  The  parish  is  feeble  and  the  prospect  for  enlargement  owing 
to  peculiar  circumstances,  rather  unpromising.  I now  hold  service  in 
this  church  on  every  other  Lord’s  day  morning,  and  devote  the  extra 
time  heretofore  given  to  it,  to  other  surrounding  points,  with  the  hope 
of  strengthening  the  parish. 


Report  of  tlie  Rev.  George  Kirke,  Rector  of  St.  John’s  Church,  New  London, 
and  St.  James’,  West  Marlborough. 

St.  John’s  Church,  New  London. — Congregation,  families  about 
17;  baptisms,  children  2 ; communicants,  added  1,  present  num- 
ber 24 ; marriages  1 ; burials  4 ; services  with  sermons,  on  the 
Lord’s  day  26,  other  days  13,  total  39  ; Sunday-school  1,  teachers  3, 
pupils  13  ; Bible-class  1 ; collections,  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Society  $6  03,  Female  Prayer-Book  Society  $2  96,  Convention 
Fund  81  96,  Evangelical  Knowledge  Society  $2  06,  Parochial  pur- 
poses $6  00,  total  $19  01 ; Church  property  unchanged.

The  minister  officiating  in  the  above  named  parishes,  has  also  had 
26  services  with  sermons,  on  the  Lord’s  day,  at  the  Chester  County 
Prison,  and  one  on  the  morning  of  thanksgiving  day,  and  26  services 
with  sermons,  on  the  Lord’s  day  at  the  Chester  County  Poor  House, 
and  one  on  the  afternoon  of  thanksgiving  day,  making  63  visits  to 
prisoners  in  their  respective  cells  in  the  former  place,  and  92  to  the 
sick  and  afflicted  unable  to  attend  public  service  in  the  latter.  In 
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both  of  these  establishments  he  has  reason  to  hope  that  his  efforts  have 
not  been  unblessed ; and  he  has  had  the  pleasure  of  witnessing  a great 
improvement  in  the  condition  and  comfort  of  the  poor,  who  are  about 
to  occupy  their  new  building,  the  largest  and  best  in  the  county,  with 
suitable  accommodations  for  the  instruction  of  the  young,  and  for  pub- 
lic services.  The  writer  of  this  report  has,  likewise  during  the  last 
Conventional  year,  besides  the  performance  of  other  ministerial  duties, 
preached  at  other  places  10  times,  baptized  one  infant,  solemnized  -1 
marriages,  and  officiated  at  one  funeral. 


Report  of  tlie  Rev.  George  A.  Latimer,  Assistant  to  the  Rector  of  St.  Paul’s 
Church,  Philadelphia,  and  Missionary. 

Since  his  ordination,  April  11,  1855,  the  undersigned,  indepen- 
dent of  his  mission,  has  assisted  in  the  performance  of  Divine  Service, 
twice  every  Sunday  in  the  Holy  Communion,  once  a month  at 
Wednesday  evening  Lecture,  and  Saturday  evening  Prayer-meeting ; 
children  baptized  5 ; funerals  8. 

At  Boone-Street  Mission,  there  is  a prayer-meeting  with  short  lec- 
ture on  Tuesday  evening — lecture  with  service  on  Thursday  evening — 
and  service  and  sermon  on  Sunday  evening  of  every  week.  The  mem- 
bers, as  well  as  the  missionary,  are  very  desirous  to  have  service  held 
at  this  mission  on  Sunday  mornings,  and  would  earnestly  plead  for  some 
one  to  supply  this,  our  only  present  pressing  need,  the  same  person  to 
act  also  as  superintendant  of  the  and  school.  The  attendance  at  our 
Sunday  evening  services,  varies  from  60  to  100  persons.  Sunday- 
school  at  9 A.  M.  and  2 p.  M.,  teachers  12,  children  about  200  : bap- 
tized, childi-en  32  ; confirmed  1,  married  1 , funerals  3,  total,  children 
baptized  37  3 confirmed  1 ; married  1 3 funerals  11. 

The  missionary  has  met  with  very  little  assistance  in  the  perform- 
ance of  the  several  services  of  the  mission,  and  would  cordially  invite 
all,  clerical  as  well  as  lay,  who  are  interested  in  Philadelphia  City 
Missions,  to  pay  us  a visit,  and  see  what  can  be  done  by  self-denial, 
very  little  means,  and  patient  perseverance.  Salary  8400.

The  rector’s  salary  $600,  is  punctually  paid  every  quarter,  and  he 
has  received  over  and  above  the  same,  at  least  one-third  the  amount, 
in  gifts  and  presents. 

The  number  of  communicants  is  much  smaller  than  heretofore  re- 
ported, after  erasing  from  the  list,  the  names  of  all  who  ought  not  to 
be  considered  such.  The  number  I have  reported  is  still,  perhaps,  too 
large.  The  church  building  needs  repair,  and  I am  glad  to  report 
that  the  prospects  now  is  that  it  will  be  thoroughly  repaired  during 
the  coming  season. 
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Report  of  the  Rev.  M.  C.  Lightner,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Reading, 

Bucks  County. 

Baptisms,  adults  2,  infants  16,  total  18 ; confirmed  19  (one  in  pri- 
vate); communicants,  added  35,  died  and  removed  28,  total  177; 
marriages  15;  burials  22;  public  services,  on  Sundays  110,  other 
days  69,  total  179  ; children  catechized  in  the  church  monthly  ; Sun- 
day-school, teachers  18,  pupils  117 ; Bible-class  (female)  22  mem- 
bers, under  a most  efficient  teacher  ; collections,  Convention  Fund 
$15  09,  missionary  and  other  purposes  $690  58,  total  $705  67. 

The  parish  owns,  besides  the  church  building  and  lot,  a comfort- 
able parsonage,  and  is  out  of  debt.  Amount  of  salary  which  the 
clergyman  is  entitled  to  receive  $900,  and  the  use  of  the  parsonage, 
which  is  always  promptly  paid.  During  the  past  year  the  church 
building  has  been  handsomely  improved  by  an  expenditui’e  of  $1500. 
Improvements  have  also  been  made  in  the  parsonage. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  John  Long,  Rector  of  St.  Luke’s  Church,  Scranton, 

Luzerne  County. 

Congregation,  adults  about  200,  children  100,  total  300  ; baptisms, 
adults  3,  infants  20,  total  23  ; confirmed  7 ; communicants,  added 
25,  died  or  removed  18,  present  number  39  ; marriages  12  ; burials  8 ; 
public  services  268,  other  days  60,  total  328  ; children  catechized  75  ; 
times  monthly;  Sunday-school  1,  teachers  3,  pupils  75;  Bible-class 
1,  scholars  6,  teacher  1 ; Convention  Fund  $5,  missionary  and  other 
purposes  $95,  total  $100.  Property  other  than  church  building  and 
lot  owned  by  the  parish,  parsonage  and  lot  valued  at  $3500,  on  which 
is  a debt  of  about  $600,  for  the  liquidation  of  which  efforts  are  now 
being  made ; indebtedness  of  church  of  the  parish  0 ; amount  of 
salary  clergyman  is  entitled  to  receive  $400 ; arrears  of  salary,  for 
three  years  preceding  1855-6,  $695 ; no  arrearages  on  the  past  year, 
showing  an  encouraging  improvement. 

The  above  statistics  embrace  the  period  of  two  years,  as  no  re- 
port was  made  last  year  on  account  of  affiiction  in  my  family.  The 
changing  character  of  this  population  will  appear  from  the  report  of 
communicants.  This  is  one  of  the  great  difficulties  the  chui'ch  has  to 
encounter  here.  Many  remain  here  but  a few  months,  not  long 
enough  to  become  interested  in  the  affairs  of  the  parish,  and  then 
seek  to  better  their  circumstances  by  removing  to  some  other  point. 
There  is  in  our  midst  a large  number  of  persons  who  were  members 
of  the  Church  of  England,  but  who  seem  to  have  lost  all  regard  for 
the  church,  except  when  they  have  any  need,  children  for  baptism, 
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burial  of  their  dead,  or  marriages.  A few,  however,  are  regular  and 
devout  in  their  attendance.  The  interests  of  the  parish  are  constantly 
advancing  5 and  although  the  church  here  has  had  many  things  to 
depress  her,  by  the  blessing  of  God  she  is  gaining  influence  from  day 
to  day ; much,  however,  remains  to  bo  done.  This  is  a busy,  hard- 
working community  ■ much  is  done  by  steam  ; and  to  keep  pace  with 
the  wants  thereof  churchmen  must  be  wakeful  and  active.  There 
seems  to  be  a greater  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  laity  to  co-operate. 
I continue  to  visit  Hyde-Park,  Providence  and  Dunmore,  all  which 
services  are  well  attended.  In  each  village  a chapel  is  much  needed. 
I desire  here  to  record  my  sense  of  obligation  to  those  many  friends 
who  have  so  kindly  remembered  me  and  mine  in  our  affliction.  May 
God  reward  them. 


Report  of  tlie  Rev.  Samuel  Tilfany  Lord,  Missionary  of  the  Advancement 
Society  for  Crawford  County. 

Public  services,  on  Sundays  74,  other  days  16,  total  90;  baptisms, 
adults  1,  infants  15,  total  16;  conflrmed,  by  Bishop  Upfold,  7 ; com- 
municants, added  2,  relapsed  1 , removed  3,  present  number  37  ; mar- 
riage 1 ; burials  2 ; collections,  General  Domestic  Missions  $9  50, 
Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania  $4  30 
Pennsylvania  Colonization  Society  $2  58,  other  purposes  $3  60,  total 
819  98. 

Of  the  above  services,  14  have  been  given  to  Woodcock,  14  to 
Bichmond,  18  to  Conneautville,  6 to  Shermansville,  3 to  Biceville, 
and  one  to  Vernon,  in  Crawford  County,  my  mission  proper,  3 to 
Oakland,  and  14  to  Franklin,  in  Venango  County,  and  14  to  Water- 
ford, in  Erie  County,  beyond  my  missionary  field. 

Besides  the  above,  I have  assisted  in  the  services  in  Meadville  on 
33  occasions  ; I have  assisted  in  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Com-  i 
munion  on  3 occasions,  besides  administering  it  myself  in  Conncaut- 
ville  2,  in  Woodcock  2,  in  Waterford  and  Franklin  each  2,  and  in 
Oakland  once.  In  fulfiling  my  regular  appointments,  I have  travelled 
about  1600  miles.  Of  the  communicants  above  reported,  4 belong  to 
Woodcock,  8 to  Conneautville,  7 to  Franklin,  6 to  Oakland,  10  to 
Waterford,  1 to  Clarksville,  in  fiercer  County,  and  one  to  Biceville. 
Of  the  baptisms,  8 were  in  Conneautville,  2 in  Oakland,  1 in  Frank- 
lin, 1 near  Waterford,  1 in  Meadville,  and  3 in  Clarksville.  Of  the 
confirmations,  4 were  in  Waterford,  2 in  Franklin,  and  1 in  Conneaut- 
ville. 

My  visits  to  Waterford  and  Franklin  were  not  designed  to  be  con- 
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tinned  long,  nor  to  secure  any  remuneration  from  them,  but  were 
meant  to  rouse  up  the  friends  of  the  church,  if  possible,  to  some  effort 
to  procure  a resident  missionary  in  each  of  those  places,  an  arrange- 
ment greatly  needed  to  further  the  interests  of  the  church  and  the 
welfare  of  souls.  In  Waterford  they  seemed  to  talk  encouragingly 
through  the  winter  j but  I fear,  from  present  appearances,  no  efficient 
action  can  be  expected  there  till  such  time  as  a missionary  is  sent 
them.  Erie  County  greatly  needs  a missionary,  to  reside  in  Water- 
ford, and  visit  other  places,  as  circumstances  seem  to  warrant.  Could 
an  acceptable  and  faithful  missionary  be  sent  there,  two  hundred  dol- 
lars at  least,  it  seems  to  me,  might  be  depended  on  from  Waterford 
and  vicinity,  towards  his  support.  And  every  month’s  delay  only  adds 
to  the  difficulty,  and  increases  the  discouragements  in  the  way  of 
building  up  the  church  in  that  place  and  county.  Venango  County 
affords  a very  interesting,  and  as  it  seems  to  me,  an  encouraging  field 
for  missionary  labor,  if  a missionary  could  be  sent  there,  and  chiefly 
supported  for  a few  years  by  the  friends  of  the  church  elsewhere.  At 
Franklin  they  have  a small  brick  church,  which  a trifling  sum  would 
make  very  comfortable ; 7 communicants,  and  a respectable  congrega- 
tion, which  a resident  clergyman  might  materially  increase  from  the 
younger  and  very  respectable  portion  of  the  community.  The  friends 
of  the  church  there  are  poor  in  worldly  means,  and  greatly  need 
assistance  from  their  more  favored  brethren.  At  Oakland  they  have 
Hi  acres  of  land  deeded  to  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Chris- 
tianity in  Pennsylvania,  5 acres  of  which  were  given  by  Mr.  Thomas 
Moffitt,  Robert  and  Richard  Moffitt,  his  sons,  and  David  McElheny ; 
the  residence  was  purchased  by  myself,  with  funds  to  be  collected  here- 
after from  friends  of  the  church.  Had  they  a good  sized  room  erected 
on  it,  they  would  keep  up  a stated  lay  service,  and  Sunday-school. 
There  are  here  six  communicants.  The  distance  from  Franklin  is  nine 
miles. 

Cooperstown,  seven  miles  from  Franklin  and  about  nine  from  Oak- 
land, furnishes  a large  congregation  whenever  services  arc  held  there, 
though  there  are  no  communicants.  Here  is  a field  open  to  us. 
Tionesta,  a small  village  some  thirty  miles  northwardly  from  Frank- 
lin, has  a very  energetic  female  communicant,  who  is  doing  what 
she  can  for  the  church  there,  and  expresses  the  opinion,  that  there  is 
a favorable  opening  for  the  introduction  of  our  services  at  the  present 
time. 

Clintonville,  sixteen  miles  from  Franklin,  on  the  road  towards 
Butler,  furnishes  a number  of  families  raised  in  the  church,  who 
are  still  waiting  for  the  means  of  grace,  according  to  the  order 
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and  appointment  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  An  intelligent  gentleman 
from  that  place,  not  a member  of  the  church,  informed  me  of  these 
things,  and  very  kindly  invited  me  to  his  house,  with  the  promise  that 
he  would  see  that  arrangements  were  made  for  our  services,  if  only  an 
appointment  were  sent.  Will  not  some  society  or  agency  of  our 
church  undertake  to  introduce  and  keep  up  the  services  of  the  church 
among  these  needy  and  greatly  neglected  members  and  friends  of  the 
church  ? 

Mercer  County,  too,  from  information  which  to  me  seems  reliable, 
a part  of  which  is  from  actual  observation  when  visiting  there,  opens 
a sphere  for  usefulness  for  some  active,  faithful,  self-denying  mission- 
ary, which  ought  no  longer  to  be  neglected,  there  being  many  families, 
particularly  in  the  northeastern  portion,  of  old  country  people,  who 
are  attached  to  our  church,  and  would  most  heartily  welcome  a mis- 
sionary into  that  region. 

Nor  can  I,  with  my  wholly  inadequate  support,  engage  or  hope  to 
extend  my  labors  beyond  Crawford  County.  In  fact  the  wants  of  my 
family  admonish  me,  that  something  more  profitable  than  missionary 
labors  must  engage  a portion  of  my  time,  unless  those  who  have  the 
means  will  freely  bestow  it  to  make  us  more  comfortable.

Philadelphia.

The  congregation  has  been  steadily  growing,  but  the  number  of  pew- 
holders  gives  but  an  imperfect  clue  to  the  number  of  families  connected 
with  the  congregation.

Report  of  the  Rev.  Edward  L.  Lycett,  Rector  of  Bangor  Church,  Church- 
town,  Lancaster  Co.,  and  St.  Thomas’  Church,  Morgantown,  Berks  Co. 

Bangor  Church,  Churchtown. — Congregation,  families  about  30, 
adults  73,  children  about  30;  baptisms,  none;  communicants,  added 
47,  died  or  removed  since  last  report  1,  present  number  21 ; burials  3 ; 
Sunday  services  54,  other  occasions  about  20  ; Sunday-school,  teachers 
4,  scholars  about  70;  collections.  Episcopal  Fund  $6  11,  Missionary 
Association  for  the  West  $28  58,  Christmas  Fund  $13,  Sunday-school 
for  Africa  $10,  Epiphany  collection  for  Foreign  Missions  $76,  for  altera- 
tion of  chancel,  carpets,  books,  &c.  $125,  Convention  Fund  $5,  total 
$263  69. 

There  was  increased  activity  in  the  Sunday-school  of  this  church 
during  the  last  yeai’,  the  school  continuing  to  meet  until  Christmas. 

Several  alterations  have  been  made  in  the  church  building  which 
adds  much  to  our  comfort  and  convenience.  Certain  property  belong- 
ing to  the  corporation,  is  about  to  be  disposed  of  in  order  to  invest  the 
principal  to  more  advantage  than  at  present,  or  else  for  the  purchase 
of  a parsonage.  The  rector  continues  to  receive  the  marked  kindness 
of  his  parishioners,  which  he  duly  appreciates.  Salary  $300,  paid 
quarterly,  besides  living  rent  free. 

St.  Thomas’  Church,  Morgantown. — Congregation,  families 
about  43,  adults  130,  children  66 ; baptisms  4 ; communicants,  added 
1,  present  number  31 ; marriage  1 ; burials  5;  Sunday  services  51  ; 
Sunday-school,  teachers  8,  scholars  70  ; collections.  Episcopal  Fund 
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$5,  Missionary  Association  for  the  West  $4  20,  Epiphany  collection 
for  Foreign  Missions  $5,  Convention  Fund  $4,  total  $18  20. 

This  parish  is  in  much  the  same  condition  as  appeared  in  last  year’s 
report.  The  attendance  throughout  the  winter  season  was  very  thin, 
owing  entirely  to  the  bad  arrangements  for  heating  the  church,  and 
the  want  of  due  attention  or  ability,  in  making  proper  repairs  before 
winter  set  in.  On  this  account,  I feel  my  usefulness  has  been  much 
impaired,  but  I hope  to  see  something  done  to  remedy  it  before  another 
year  rolls  around.  The  salary  of  the  rector,  $200,  has  been  paid.

Hector’s  salary  $2000,  Assistant  Minister’s  $600  ; both  of  which  are 
promptly  and  fully  paid.

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The  Great  Head  of  the  church  has  vouchsafed  to  this  parish  a very 
large  measure  of  prosperity,  both  in  its  temporal  and  spiritual  interests, 
since  my  last  report.  The  church  edifice  has  been  enlarged  to  a capa- 
city for  eight  hundred  and  fifty  worshippers,  and  presents,  in  the  ar- 
rangement of  the  basement,  many  conveniences  for  parochial  purposes 
rarely  met  with.  Beside  the  room  in  which  the  promiscuous  school  is 
taught  on  Sunday,  there  have  been  provided  an  infant  school-room, 
and  five  class-rooms.  The  promiscuous  school-room  will  accommodate 
about  250  children  ; the  infant’s  room  100  ; and  the  class-rooms  200. 
The  latter  are  under  the  control  of  very  competent  teachers,  who  labor 
to  bring  their  pupils  to  Christ  as  their  first  great  object,  but  who, 
also,  in  all  proper  ways,  train  them  to  an  intelligent  love  of  the  church. 
The  congregation  have  signalized  the  past  year  in  devising  liberal 
things  for  the  house  of  God,  and  for  their  pastor,  and  the  Divine  ap- 
probation has  been  vouchsafed  them  in  the  marked  visitation  of  His 
grace. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  Cameron  F.  McRae,  Rector  of  St.  John’s  Church, 

Philadelphia. 

I have  had  charge  of  this  parish  since  the  1st  of  March,  since  which 
there  have  been — baptisms,  infants  21  ; marriage  1 ; burials  2;  when 
added  to  the  acts  of  the  late  rector  make  the  number — baptisms  30 ; 
communicants  108  ; marriages  4 ; burials  2.  The  Sunday-school  has 
5 male  and  8 female  teachers,  and  about  100  pupils.  It  has  been  in 
a languishing  state,  but  begins  to  show  a manifest  improvement. 

This  parish,  by  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Steinmetz,  a venerable  member 
of  the  congregation,  has  been  released  from  an  oppressive  debt. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  Edwin  Mendenhall,  Rector  of  St.  John’s  Church,  Salem, 
and  Zion  Church,  Sterling,  Wayne  County. 

The  number  of  families  within  the  bounds  of  my  mission  to  which 
I give  religious  instruction  is  about  fifty.  Many  of  these  families  live 
too  distant  from  either  of  the  churches  to  enable  them  to  attend 
the  services  regularly. 

St.  John’s,  Salem. — Communicants,  added  9,  present  number  38  ; 
burials  in  both  parishes  G ; baptisms^  adult  1,  infant  1,  total  2 ; con- 
firmed 3 ; collections  for  parochial  purposes  $6,  Domestic  Missions  $2, 
Advancement  Society  $2,  Convention  Fund  81  36  ; Sunday-school, 
scholars  30,  teachers  6.

Property,  other  than  church  building  and  lot,  owned  by  the  parish, 
lot  for  parsonage,  cost  about  $1000.  Amount  of  salary  $850 ; no 
arrears. 

St.  James’  Church,  Pittston,  Luzerne  Co. — Twenty-four  ser- 
vices have  been  held  in  this  parish  during  the  past  conventional  year  ; 
there  have  been  2 baptisms,  1 infant,  and  1 adult ; and  1 burial ; 2 
persons  were  confirmed  at  the  time  of  the  bishop’s  visit  in  June  last ; 
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there  are  8 communicants ; the  Sunday-school  numbers  above  70 
scholars  and  10  teachers. 

St.  Peter’s  Church,  Plymouth,  Luzerne  Co. — The  congregation 
at  Plymouth  was  organized  under  the  above  name.  The  charter  has 
been  submitted  to  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee,  and  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Court.  Only  4 services  have  been  held.  Some  of  the 
families  attend  at  St.  Stephen’s,  Wilkesbarre,  and  4 communicants  in 
those  families  are  still  retained  on  the  list  of  that  church. 

In  both  the  above  places  a subscription  has  been  commenced,  and 
incipient  steps  taken  towards  building.  The  success  of  the  effort,  in 
future,  (under  Grod,)  must  depend  upon  the  question,  whether  a minis- 
ter can  be  obtained  to  labour  as  a missionary,  and  gather  congregations 
in  these  growing  places.  They  are  in  the  midst  of  the  great  coal  region, 
twelve  or  thirteen  miles  apart,  and  will  be  connected  with  a railroad, 
now  in  process  of  construction,  to  be  opened  this  coming  summer.

The  above  report  dates  back  only  to  October  20th,  when  the  pre- 
sent incumbent  entered  upon  his  duties. 

During  a season  of  unusual  severity  the  services  have  been  regularly 
held,  and  the  attendance  has  been  encouraging.  There  is  a good 
degree  of  zeal  in  the  parish,  which  has  manifested  itself  in  the  adop- 
tion of  measures  to  repair  the  church  and  to  pay  off  the  debt  on  the 
parsonage.  The  former  is  to  be  done  by  the  generous  liberality  of  a 
single  member  of  the  vestry. 

Much  attention  has  been  bestowed  upon  the  Sunday-school,  of  which 
the  rector  has  taken  a general  supervision,  and  it  is  believed  that  the 
congregation  will  find  this  a source  of  permanent  increase.  Besides 
the  number  reported  as  regularly  belonging  to  the  congregation,  there 
are  many  occasional  attendants  on  our  services,  and  as  there  is  a large 
population  in  Williamsport  having  no  fixed  connection  with  any  body 
of  Christians,  it  may  be  hoped  that  a proportion  of  the  same  will  ulti- 
mately be  gathered  in  to  make  their  lot  with  us. 

In  addition  to  his  duties  as  rector  of  Christ  Church,  Williamsport, 
the  undersigned  has  also  officiated  once  a month,  on  Sunday,  to  the 
congregation  recently  formed  under  the  title  of  St.  Paul’s  Church, 
Lockhaven.  He  entered  upon  his  duties,  as  rector  of  this  infant  parish, 
on  the  last  Sunday  in  October,  and  finds  great  encoui’agement  to  be- 
lieve that  a flourishing  congregation  may  soon  be  established  here. 
The  vestry  have  already  secured  a very  eligible  lot  for  a church  build- 
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ing,  and  expect,  very  soon,  to  erect  upon  it  a handsome  stone  church. 
The  character  of  the  building  will  somewhat  depend  upon  the  means 
they  may  have  at  their  command,  and  they  hope  that  they  will  he 
assisted  by  other  portions  of  the  diocese,  in  their  endeavor  to  plant 
the  church  where  there  is,  so  peculiarly,  a favorable  opening  for  her 
services. 

It  is  very  seldom  that  such  a field  presents  itself.  With  a large 
and  growing  population  there  is  a very  great  demand  for  church  accom- 
modation, and  if  a suitable  church  building  can  be  erected  without 
delay,  success  is  certain. 

The  enterprise  has  been  taken  hold  of  by  the  most  prominent  citizens 
of  the  place,  is  regarded  with  favor,  it  is  believed,  by  the  community 
generally,  and  the  services  have  been  uniformly  well  attended. 

The  parish  of  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Lockhaven,  would  have  made  ap- 
plication at  this  time  for  union  with  the  convention,  but  for  an  inad- 
vertent omission  to  secure  a charter  of  incorporation,  which  the  canon 
makes  previously  necessary.

I have  held  cottage  lectures  once  a week  since 
September,  and  am  thoroughly  convinced  of  their  benefit  and  impor- 
tance. The  Sunday-school,  composed  chiefly  of  children  destitute  of 
the  ordinary  advantages  of  education  and  home  culture,  is  in  a 
flourishing  condition.  I am  glad  to  report  the  great  interest  and 
ability  evinced  by  the  teachers  in  this  promising  branch  of  the 
church’s  work.  A class  of  young  men,  whose  opportunities  for  im- 
provement have  been  very  limited,  receive  gratuitous  instruction  twice 
a week  from  a zealous  and  accomplished  lady,  who  also  conducts 
their  recitations  in  the  Sunday-school.  On  each  Monday  evening  I 
meet  the  teachers  and  children  for  instruction  in  the  gospels.  These 
meetings  are  well  attended  and  attract  many  who  are  not  connected 
with  us. 

Respecting  the  church  debt,  I beg  to  refer  to  the  report  of  the 
rector.  Rev.  Dr.  Bowman. 

Many  pious  persons,  deeply  interested  in  the  success  of  the  church’s 
enterprise  here,  have  afforded  me  most  valuable  assistance  by  their 
personal  co-operation,  which  I desire  thankfully  to  acknowledge.  The 
prospects  of  the  parish  are  eminently  encouraging.  My  salary  is 
$600  and  is  punctually  paid. 
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Report  of  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Pradt,  Missionary  to  Christ  Church,  Coudersport, 

Potter  County. 

Families  21 ; baptisms  1 adult  and  4 children ; marriage  1 ; burials 
2 ; communicants,  received  7,  present  number  15. 

A parish  has  been  fully  organized  and  now  seeks  admission  to  the 
Convention.  Some  difficulties  at  present  exist  in  the  way  of  building 
up_a  parish  here,  but  it  is  hoped  these  will  pass  away.  Measures  are 
in  contemplation  for  erecting  a church. 

I have  extended  services  into  various  parts  of  this  country,  also  to 
Smithport,  the  county-seat  of  the  adjoining  county  of  McKean, 
where  are  several  communicants  and  several  families  who  desire  regu- 
lar services.

During  the  past  year  much  of  my  time  and  labor  have  been  di- 
verted from  appropriate  ministerial  work.  Early  last  summer,  at  the 
earnest  request  of  the  vestry  and  congregation  of  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Apostles,  St.  Clair,  I took  the  charge  of  that  mission,  including 
the  superintendence  and  direction  of  the  church  building  then  in 
process  of  erection.  The  collecting  of  funds,  as  well  as  other  labors 
necessary  to  bring  this  important  enterprise  to  successful  completion, 
devolved  principally  on  myself,  thus  absorbing  much  of  my  time 
which  had  heretofore  been  devoted  to  missionary  work  in  other  parts 
of  my  allotted  field.  This  church,  which  has  been  furnished  at  a 
cost  of  some  twenty-five  or  six  hundred  dollars,  is  a neat,  chaste,  and 
commodious  edifice,  and  will  seat  comfortably  about  four  hundred 
persons.  In  completing  it  a debt  of  some  four  or  five  hundred  dol- 
lars  has  been  incurred,  which  we  hope  to  be  able  to  liquidate  in  the 
course  of  the  ensuing  summer.  Weekly  services  are  held  here,  and 
the  congregation,  composed  mostly  of  miners  and  their  families,  is 
growing  in  numbers  and  interest.  Of  the  $2000  raised  and  appropri- 
ated to  the  building  of  the  church,  $742  62  were  collected  in  St. 
Clair,  $669  50  in  Pottsville,  mostly  from  Trinity  Church,  Pottsville, 
$583  out  of  the  coal  region;  the  two  last  items  having  been  duly 
acknowledged  through  the  columns  of  the  Banner  of  the  Cross  and 
Episcopal  Recorder, 

With  some  intermissions,  I have  continued  to  officiate  every  second 
Sunday  afternoon  at  Heckersville,  in  Cass  township,  but,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  necessity  of  more  frequent  services  at  St.  Clair,  I shall  be 
obliged,  with  much  regret,  to  discontinue  my  labors  here.  The  condi- 
tion and  prospects  of  this  mission  are  about  the  same  as  last  year. 

My  salary  for  the  past  year  has  been  about  $550,  including  $183 
received  through  the  missionary  Society  of  Trinity  Church,  Pottsville.

Owing  to  the  kindness  of  his  clerical  brethren,  the  ser- 
vices, excepting  on  two  Sundays,  have  been  uninterrupted.  The  at- 
tendance on  Sundays  is  improving.  Many  of  the  descendants  of  the 
Swedes  having  removed  from  the  vicinity  of  the  church,  their 
places  are  being  supplied  by  others,  and  especially  by  English 
operatives  from  the  surrounding  factories.  By  the  munificence 
of  a gentleman,  himself  a Swede,  an  excellent  and  good-toned  bell 
has  been  placed  in  the  church-tower.  Our  venerable  church 
building  is  in  a very  sorry  condition ; but  the  hope  is  entertained  that 
the  vestry  may  be  incited,  during  the  summer,  to  substantially  repair 
and  beautify  it. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  J.  Reynolds,  Missionary  at  Mont  Alto,  Franklin 
County,  and  Christ  Church,  Adams  County. 

Mont  Alto  is  a mining  district,  and  a beautiful  little  church  has 
been  erected  there  through  the  exertions  principally  of  a pious  and 
devoted  female.  The  Sabbath  services  are  well  attended,  but  the  sup- 
port of  the  missionary  depends  entirely  upon  the  family  at  the  man- 
sion, and  what  assistance  can  be  obtained  from  the  Missionary  Board 
and  the  friends  of  the  church  in  Philadelphia. 

The  missionary,  in  addition  to  the  regular  services,  has  conducted 
a weekly  lecture,  and  has  also  preached  occasionally  at  the  neighbor- 
ing villages.  He  has  performed  one  funeral  service,  and  baptized 
four  children. 

Christ  Church,  Petersburg,  has  also  been  visited  occasionally.  The 
congregation  is  encouraging  in  its  attendance,  and  has  been  partialh- 
served  by  the  Rev.  Dr,  3Iarsden,  who  resides  in  the  neighborhood. 
The  severity  of  the  winter  has  interfered  with  the  regular  visits  of 
the  missionary,  as  the  distance  is  upwards  of  30  miles.

Since  the  last  meeting  of  Convention,  he  has  been  engaged  in  per- 
forming the  duties  of  his  office  in  connection  with  the  parish  of  St. 
Mark’s  Church,  Philadelphia,  until  the  beginning  of  the  present  year, 
as  assistant  to  the  rector,  and  since  that  time,  as  assistant  minister  of 
the  parish. 
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Report  of  Rev.  John  Rodney,  Rector  of  St.  Luke’s  Church,  Germantown, 
Rev.  Cyrus  P.  Knight,  Assistant  Minister. 

Families  120,  numbering  about  700  persons;  communicants,

Since  that  time  I have  been  con- 
nected with  St.  Stephen’s  Church,  of  this  city,  as  assistant  minister. 
I have  performed  and  assisted  in  the  public  services  of  the  church  as 
required,  ministered  to  the  wants  of  the  destitute,  visited  the  sick, 
buried  two  persons,  and  have  been  daily  engaged  in  parochial  visiting 
and  in  the  instruction  of  the  children  of  the  parish.

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I have,  during  the  past  year,  labored  in  my  two  parishes  as  often 
as  circumstances  would  allow,  not  so  much  as  needed  for  the  growth 
of  the  parishes,  yet  not  without  encouragement.  The  congregations 
have  steadily  improved,  especially  at  Mount  Washington,  a good  Sun- 
day-school well  attended.  The  long,  severe  winter  has  somewhat  im- 
peded our  progress,  and  prevented  the  other  congregation  from  at- 
tending church.  Yet  I see  no  room  for  doubt  of  success.  Having 
been  compelled  to  resign  my  station  from  age  and  infirmities,  (having 
all  the  week  to  attend  to  the  duties  of  a city  missionary,)  1 trust, 
when  placed  in  the  hands  of  a younger  man,  the  seed  already  sown, 
with  what  may  follow,  will  appear  to  the  glory  of  Grod  and  the  in- 
crease of  His  church.

The  undersigned,  since  his  ordination,  has  been  engaged  in  teach- 
ing a classical  and  mathematical  school  for  boys,  in  Mauch  Chunk. 
In  addition,  he  has  also  officiated  every  Sunday  at  Mauch  Chuuk, 
Summit  Hill,  or  adjacent  parishes,  under  the  supervision  of  Rev.  Mr.

During  the  past  year  the  congregation  has  increased  in  numbers, 
although  we  have  suffered  from  the  frequent  changes  ever  taking 
place  in  this  region ; and  the  attendance  at  church  has  been  better 
than  at  any  time  since  I took  charge  of  the  parish,  while  an  increased 
interest  seems  to  be  felt  in  all  that  pertains  to  the  general  welfare  and 
prosperity  of  the  church. 

In  spiritual  things  we  have  no  room  for  boasting,  but  rather  of 
sorrowing;  yet  we  are  glad  to  know  that  all  is  peace  and  harmony 
among  us  and  that  the  work  of  the  gospel  does  not  fail  of  bringing 
forth  some  of  its  legitimate  fruits. 

In  temporal  things,  in  accomplishing  works  for  the  general  advan- 
tage of  the  parish,  much  has  been  done  in  proportion  to  our  means. 
During  the  past  year  a very  excellent  organ,  obtained  in  Philadelphia 
on  terms  unusually  favorable,  has  been  purchased  from  the  proceeds 
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of  a fair  held  last  September  by  the  faithful  and  energetic  ladies  of 
the  parish,  assisted  by  a few  friends  from  abroad. 

A new  infant  school-room  has  been  erected,  chiefly  by  the  aid  of 
friends  in  Philadelphia,  for  the  sole  and  separate  use  of  small  chil- 
dren, whereby  their  attendance  at  school  is  secured  and  a more  sys- 
tematic course  of  instruction  given  and  far  greater  good  accomplished. 
This  school  (the  only  one  of  the  kind  in  this  region)  is  placed  under 
the  charge  of  the  rector’s  wife  and  is  in  a highly  flourishing  condition, 
and  promises  much  for  the  little  ones  of  the  church. 

Also,  during  the  year  past,  a new  parochial  library  has  been 
established  for  the  free  use  of  the  congregation,  and  is  opened  weekly 
on  Sunday  afternoons.  Many  of  the  congregation  avail  themselves 
of  this  valuable  auxiliary  in  aiding  the  work  of  the  ministry.

It  was  my  purpose  to  have  attended  the  Convention  this  year,  but  it 
was,  to  my  surprise,  over  before  I was  aware  of  its  assembling,  being 
under  the  impression  that  the  meeting  was  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  May. 
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Since  my  last  report  I have  baptized  5 ofi&cers  of  the  navy,  4 sea- 
men ; buried  about  50  officers  and  men ; marriages  5 •,  confirmations, 
3 seamen  of  the  navy.  These  confirmations  were  in  this  hospital. 
The  duty  was  performed  by  Bishop  Meade,  who,  at  my  request,  vis- 
ited us  for  this  purpose. 

I have  reason  to  rejoice  in  the  interest  felt  by  the  seamen  of  my 
present  charge  on  the  subject  of  their  soul’s  salvation.  Within  the 
last  six  or  eight  weeks  there  is  an  increasing  dispo.sition  on  their  part 
to  attend  the  worship  of  Almighty  God.  I have  service  every  Sun- 
day, and  visit  them  frequently  during  the  week.

A place  of  worship  so  uncomfortable, 
obscure,  hard  to  find,  and  uninviting,  cannot  attract  a class  of  people 
not  used  to  attend  the  service  of  the  church.  That  those  who  have 
connected  themselves  with  the  congregation  do  not  desert  it,  and  that 
each  year  some  additions  are  made,  is  a source  of  thankfulness  and 
ground  of  encouragement.  The  congregation  must  always  be  fluc- 
tuating and  unsteady,  both  because  it  is  composed  of  wanderers 
and  because  the  seats  being  free,  one  of  the  elements  of  a parish  is 
wanting.  The  mission  is  free  for  strangers  and  the  homeless,  and 
they  must,  of  necessity,  be  irregular  in  their  attendance. 

I devoutly  hope  that  the  time  will  not  be  much  prolonged  when  a 
suitable  building  will  be  erected,  and  that,  under  the  Divine  blessing, 
more  may  be  done  for  the  sailor  by  the  church  in  Philadelphia.

Further  contributions  have  been  made  during  the  year  towards  the 
Church  at  St.  Clair,  which  we  last  reported  as  under  roof,  and  has 
since  been  completed. 

Subscriptions  of  members  of  the  congregation  to  the  County  Bible 
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Society  are  continued,  and  donations  of  Bibles  and  Testaments  by  the 
rector  and  of  Prayer  Books  by  him  and  the  Prayer-Book  Association 
for  distribution. 

A new  chancel  window,  at  an  expense  of  $500,  the  gift  of  the 
Hon.  Francis  W.  Hughes,  has  just  been  erected.  This  rich  and  beau- 
tiful ornament  of  the  church  is  the  work  of  11.  Sharp,  of  New  York. 
Its  emblematic  character,  we  trust,  will  subserve  the  high  purpose  of 
Christian  instruction.  It  presents  the  cross  in  light  as  its  centre,  ir- 
radiated from  the  emblem  of  the  Trinity  above,  and  surmounted  with 
the  motto,  In  this  was  manifested  the  love  of  God.”  At  its  base  it 
has  the  altar  of  burnt-sacrifice,  with  the  Paschal  Lamb  at  the  left 
angle  and  wheat  sheaves  at  the  right,  over  which  are  the  eucharistic 
cup  and  paten  and  the  evangelical  declaration,  By  grace  ye  are 
saved  through  faith.”

Congregation,  families  30;  baptisms,  infants  11;  communicants, 
died  or  removed  7,  present  number  37  ; marriages  9 ; burials  6 ; Sun- 
day-school 1,  teachers  11,  scholars  80 ; collections,  for  missionary 
and  other  purposes  $80 ; salary  $250,  paid  in  full. 

During  the  past  year  the  church  has  undergone  I'epairs  to  the  amount 
of  $184,  and  with  its  lot  is  free  of  debt.  The  present  incumbent  took 
charge  of  the  parish  April  1st,  having  previously  officiated  as  assist- 
ant to  the  former  rector,  so  that  the  regular  services  have  been  kept 
up  without  intermission. 

He  has  also  to  report  that  he  officiated  at  Trinity  Church,  Freeport, 
and  Lockport  and  Leechburg,  Armstrong  County,  up  to  Nov.  1, 1855. 

From  Nov.  1st  he  assisted  the  Rev.  R.  Smith,  and  officiated  at  St. 
Andrew’s  and  St.  James’  chnrches,  Pittsburg.

Some  objects  outside  of  the  parish  have  been  aided  by  money  soli- 
cited and  passed  over  by  the  rector,  but  no  record  having  been  made 
the  amounts  cannot  now  he  accurately  stated.  This  church  has  no 
property  but  the  church  building  and  lot;  there  is  no  debt  upon  it; 
Clergyman’s  salary  $1200,  punctually  and  fully  paid.  Many  tf  those 
who  worshipped  at  Trinity  Church  are  now  engaged  in  building  a new 
church  in  West  Philadelphia,  called  the  Church  of  the  Saviour.  On  the 
1st  of  May  my  connection  with  Trinity  Church  as  rector  ceased,  and 
I became  rector  of  the  new  Church  of  the  Saviour,  the  congregation  of 
which  is  now  worshipping  in  the  Commissioners’  Hall.  We  are  now 
engaged  in  erecting  a commodious  church  edifice  of  brown  stone,  the 
cost  of  which  will  be  about  $20,000.  We  are  now  in  a state  of  tran- 
sition, and  hope  soon  to  be  enjoying  the  convenience  of  our  new  church. 
If  the  Lord  should  give  us  his  blessing  we  hope  to  be  able  to  realize 
all  the  anticipations  which  have  been  cherished  with  regard  to  our 
enterprise.

This  parish  has  suffered  during  the  past  year  a very  great  loss,  in 
the  death  of  two  of  its  vestrymen,  and  it  is  now  in  a pecuniary  point 
of  view  in  a feeble  state.  May  I not  be  permitted  to  bespeak  for  it 
the  kindly  consideration  of  one  or  other  of  the  diocesan  missionary 
organizations  ? If  a little  aid  was  now  extended  toward  them,  and 
they  had  a self-denying  and  working  single  man  among  them,  I have 
not  the  smallest  doubt  but  that  the  congregation  would  soon  be  flom’- 
ishing  and  self-sustaining.  They  have  never,  in  the  twenty  years  of 
the  existence  of  the  parish,  had  the  morning  service,  consequently  the 
church,  in  all  her  beauty  and  adaptation  to  the  wants  of  men,  has 
never  been  fairly  presented  to  the  people.  I leave  them  with  the 
greatest  regret,  and  with  many  prayers  for  their  temporal  and  spiritual 
welfare.

The  present  number  of  scholars  is  about  20 ; which  added  to  the  num- 
ber attending  at  the  church  makes  108  children  enjoying  the  great 
privilege  of  Sunday-school  teaching  in  this  parish. 

Having  resigned  the  charge  of  this  parish,  to  take  effect  on  the  1st 
of  June,  I desire  to  acknowledge  my  devout  thankfulness  to  Almighty 
God  for  the  measure  of  success  he  has  vouchsafed  upon  my  feeble  minis- 
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tratious  during  the  past  two  years.  The  Sunday-school  has  increased 
greatly  in  interest,  and  in  numbers  fourfold.  The  church  offerings 
during  the  past  year  exhibit  a very  great  advance,  in  the  total,  upon 
former  years.  And  the  church  building  has  been  thoroughly  painted 
by  the  vestry ; and  it  has  been  also  refurnished,  principally  through 
the  exertions  of  a member  of  the  rector’s  family.  I cannot  close  with- 
out expressing  my  fervent  prayer  that  the  good  work  may  go  on  and 
prosper  j and  above  all,  that  every  member  of  this  parish  may  grow 
in  gTace  and  in  the  saving  knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ.

The  Trustees  of  the  Christmas  Fund  for  Disabled 
Clergymen,  respectfully  report  that  since  the  last  an- 
imal report,  they  have  received  $1,537  28  ; of  which 
$l,-il9  38  was  contributed  by  fifty-seven  churches, 
$1  by  an  individual,  and  $86  90  interest  on  tempo- 
rary investment  in  city  of  Philadelphia  loan. 

The  balance  in  the  Treasurer’s  hand  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  fiscal  year  was  $425  51.  There 
has  been  expended  since  then  the  sum  of  $1225  83, 
leaving  $736  96  to  meet  the  expenses  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  year.  There  remains  also  $1700  in- 
vested in  the  loan  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  to  meet 
any  unusual  demand.  The  benefits  of  the  trust  have 
been  extended  during  the  year  to  three  clergymen, 
and  to  the  widows  of  three  at  an  annual  expenditure 
of  $12.50,  and  temporary  aid  to  the  extent  of  $100,  has 
been  afforded  to  one  other  clergyman  disabled  for  the 
time  being,  from  the  discharge  of  his  ministerial  duties.

Prom  persons  applying  to  them  for  the  testimonials  which  are  pre- 
requisite to  ORDINATION  to  the  Diaconate,  the  Standing  Committee 
require, 

1.  The  certificate  of  the  minister  and  vestry.  Canon  XV.,  of  1832, 
Sect.  2. 

Or,  if  the  parish  is  without  a minister,  (which  circumstance  must 
he  attested,)  the  above-mentioned  certificate  signed  by  the  vestry 
alone.  Canon  XV.,  of  1832,  Sect.  2, 

Or,  if  there  is  no  vestry  of  the  parish,  or,  from  peculiar  circumstan- 
ces not  afiecting  character,  no  possibility  of  procuring  testimonials  from 
the  minister  and  vestry  of  the  parish,  (which  facts  must  be  attested) 
the  certificate  above  mentioned,  signed  by  twelve  respectable  Episco- 
palians. Canon  XV.,  of  1832,  Sections  2 and  3. 
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Or,  In  certain  cases,  the  above-named  certificate,  altered  as  to  time. 
Canon  VII.,  of  1838,  Section  4. 

2.  The  certificate  of  a Presbyter.  Canon  XV.,  of  1832,  Sect.  2. 

3.  In  the  case  of  an  individual  desiring  the  consent  of  the  commit- 
tee  to  his  ordination  before  the  expiration  of  his  three  years  of  candi- 
dateship,  evidence  that  the  bishop  deems  such  abridgment  of  time  ex- 
pedient. Canon  VII.,  of  1853,  Section  7. 

From  persons  applying  to  them  for  the  testimonials  which  are  pre- 
requisite to  ORDINATION  to  the  PRIESTHOOD,  the  Standing  Committee 
require, 

1 & 2.  The  first  and  second  of  the  certificates  which  are  mentioned 
above,  as  required  from  individuals  applying  for  the  testimonials  pre- 
requisite to  ordination  to  the  diaconate,  with  the  exception  that  the 
papers  may  cover  only  so  much  time  as  has  intervened  between  the 
deacon’s  ordination  and  his  application  for  priest’s  orders.  Canon 
XV.,  of  1832,  Section  5. 

3.  In  the  case  of  a deacon  desiring  to  be  ordained  to  the  priesthood 
within  less  than  one  year  from  his  ordination  to  the  diaconate,  a noti- 
fication by  the  bishop  concerning  the  case.  Canon  VIII.,  of  1832. 
Resolution  of  Standing  Committee,  May  3,  1853. 

4.  Evidence  of  an  academical  degree,  or  of  satisfactory  examination 
by  presbyters,  unless  this  evidence  was  filed  with  this  committee  on 
the  individual’s  applying  for  his  first  testimonials.  Canon  VII.,  of 
1853,  Section  3. 

5.  When  a dispensation  is  desired,  a certificate  of  extraordinary 
qualities,  unless  this  certificate  was  filed  with  this  committee,  on  the 
individual’s  applying  for  his  first  testimonials.  Canon  VII.,  of  1853, 
Sect.  4. 

The  Standing  Committee  meet  statedly  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  every 
mouth. 

They  require  that  a testimonial,  coming  from  a vestry,  bear  on  its 
face  that  it  was  subscribed  in  Nesixj -meeting. 

They  construe  the  Canons  strictly. 

Application  to  be  recommended  for  admission  to  Candidateship  for 
the  Diaconate,  lie  over  one  month.

Of  the  Ev  idence  of  appointment  of  the  Lay  Deputies  to  the  Con- 
vention. 

The  appointment  of  Lay  Deputies  to  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese 
shall  be  certified  in  writing  by  a warden  or  two  vestrymen  of  the 
proper  church  ; and  the  certificate  shall  state  that  the  deputy  or  each 
deputy  named  in  it,  if  the  certificate  be  for  more  than  one,  is,  and  has 
also  been  for  not  less  than  six  months  before  the  time  of  his  election 
a worshipper  in  the  church  he  is  deputed  to  represent.  And  no  other 
certificate  or  evidence  of  the  appointment  of  any  lay  deputy  or  deputies 
to  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  allowed  or  received.  The 
certificate  shall  be  in  duplicate,  and  one  copy  forwarded  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Convention,  the  other  given  to  the  lay  deputies.

The  present  n-a-mber  of  clergymen  is  one  hundred  and  sixty-one. 
There  are  twenty-eight  Candidates  for  Orders. 

The  whole  number  of  congregations  is  one  hundred  and  eighty-one 
— twenty-two  of  which  are  not  in  union  with  the  Convention. 

The  whole  number  of  persons  confirmed  since  the  last  report  is 
three  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty-two — being  an  increase  of  five 
hundred  and  eighty-oue. 

Twenty-one  Candidates  have  been  admitted  to  the  Diaconate,  and 
eighteen  Deacons  have  been  ordained  Priests — being  an  increase  of 
fifteen  over  the  number  reported  in  185-3.  Three  Presbyters,  the  Rev. 
•James  H.  Powles,  the  Eev.  Robert  Davis,  and  the  Rev.  Freeman 
Lane,  and  one  Deacon,  the  Rev.  John  C.  llelmuth,  have  been  removed 
by  death.
